Text/ The Great October Socialist Revolution opened up a new epoch 

n the history of mankind--an epoch of transition from a capitalist 
structure to a socialist organization of society, an epocn ot struggle 
"to liberate people from imperialism, to stop wars befween peoples, 

to overthrow the rule of capital, to build socialism.” The Soviet 
State was the first in the world to declare and to begin to implement 
in practice just, democratic principles for the relations between 
peoples, principles which lay at the heart of its foreign policy, 
whieh was aimed at the establishment and maintenance of relations of 
peac. and cooperation with other states, 


From the Leninist Decree Concerning Peace to the Peace Program put 
forward the by 24th and developed by the 25th ‘CPSU congresses, there runs 
as an underlying theme through all the foreign policy acts of 

the Country of the Soviets the noble idea of eliminating war from 

the 1ife of mankind and of establishing a firm and democratic 
peace on the earth. "All the international activities of the Communist 
Party of the Soviet Union are imbued with loyalty to the ideas of 

the great Lenin.” The CPSU Central Committee decree “Concerning the 
110th Anniversary of Vladimir Tl*ich Lenin's Birth goes on to note 
that “the principle--put forward and scientifically substantiated 

by Lenin--of proletarian, socialist internationalism and of peaceful 
coexistence are realized in the foreign policy of the Soviet Union,” 


Adhrence to Leninist principles and to ideas and traditions in the 
foreign policy of the socialist state means continuity and consistency 
in the political Line and especially in the main issue of modern times-- 
the preservation and consolidation of peace among peoples. While 
steadfastly defending the need for a firm democratic peace for all 
peoples, the Communist Party and the Soviet state join with the 
fraternal countries of socialism and the liberated countries of Asia, 











Africa and Latin America in working to laplement a fundamental restruc- 
turing of international relations on a just foundation, In this cause 
they rely on the wealth of experience accumulated by the CPSU and the 
Soviet state in their struggle for peace, detente and disarmament, a 
struggle which has received concentrated expression in the new USSR 
Constitution, the fourth chapter of which establishes on a legal basis 
the Leninist principles of foreign policy and the main directions 
of our country’s international activities, 


Socialist intemationalism as the fundamental principle of socialism's 
international policy determines relations of fraternal friendship and 
cooperation among socialist nations, In the formation of these 

new international relations, this principle has received universal and 
comprehensive application in all areas of relations between these states, 
The content and sphere of its application in foreign policy activities 
of the Soviet state are clearly defined in our Fundamental Law: “The 
USSR as a component of the world system of socialism and the socialist 
community develops and strengthens friendship, cooperation 

and comradely mutual assistance with the socialist countries on the 
basis of the principle of socialist internationalism, and it participates 
actively in economic integration and in the international socialist 
division of labor," 


The principle of proletarian internationalism and the ideals of proletarian 
solidarity are also manifested in the Soviet Union's relations with the 
peoples struggling for their social and national liberation. The principle 
of proletarian internationalism is developed in close interaction and 
dialectical unity with the other very important principle of a socialist 
state's foreign policy--the Leninist principle of peaceful coexistence 

of states with different social and economic systems, 


Socialism and peace are as inseparable as imperialism and war, 

The establishment of a socialist system provided for the first time the 
real preconditions and opportunities to prevent wars among peoples and to 
prevent a world war, It was socialism that put before mankind the 

issue of removing the threat of war by means of disarmament, i.e., 
eliminating the material resources to carry it out. 


The states of the socialist alliance, set as the goal of their interna~ 
tional policy the achievement of an end to the arms race and the 
elimination of the threat of a worldwide thermonuclear warg in their 
efforts these states embody the ideals and best traditims of the workers 
movement and they proceed from the class interests of the laboring 
masses, who at all times have suffered the most from the wars unleashed 
by the exploiting classes, The objective need co preserve and strengthen 
the universal peace has become especially obvious in the light of the 
latest scientific and technical achievements and the emergence of 

the opportunity to create those instruments of destruction and mass 
annihilation which threaten threaten the very existence of life on earth, 








A cardinal problem of current international relations is how to eliminate 
the threat of a worldwide thermonuclear war, In working to solve th.s 
problem, the Soviet Union and the other states of the socialist community 
rely on the wealth of experience accumulated by the international 

workers movement in the organization of its efforts to repulse 
imperialism'’s militaristic and aggressive forces, A very important facet 
of these efforts has been the consistent struggle by our party and the 
Soviet state against imperialism's aggressive plans and wars, and 
against the arms race which it has whipped up, The struggle of the Sovict 
union to implement Leninist principles of peaceful coexistence and to 
establish them in the practice of international relations represents a 
unique example of the unity of word and deed, of theory and practice 

and of a combination of faithfulness to declared principles and goals on 
the one hand and political realism on the other, 


In their attempts to slander and denigrate the fundamental principles 
of the socialist state's foreign policy, our ideological opponents 
assert that the policy of peaceful coexistence is situational and 
tactical in nature, and that this policy is supposedly alien to Leninist 
revolutionary doctrine, It is no accident, they claim, that the text 
of the Decree Concerniny, Peace does not contain the term “peaceful 
coexistence,” which arose later,during the time of the civil war, when 
there was a threat of war against a coalition of imperialist powers, 
In fact, however, the Decree Concerning Peace and other foreign policy 
acts of the young Soviet Republic had already expressed quite clearly 
the Leninist idea of the establishment and development of peaceful 
relations with all countries, 


From the very beginning the foreign policy program of the Soviet state 
announced that it aspired to the establishment of relations of cooperation 
among peoples and states on the basis of equal rights and democratic, 

fair conditions, Presenting on 8 November 1917 the historic report on 
peace, V.I. Lenin stated: "We reject all the points concerning 

plunder and violence, but ail the points which contain neighborly 
relations and economic agreements we accept wholeheartedly; we 

cannot reject them,"2 The Soviet diplomatic apparatus, the People's 
Commissariat of Foreign Affairs, which was created in the very first days 
of the revolution, had as a goal the conduct of negotiations with 

the governments of the capitalist powers, the conclusion of peaceful trea- 
ties and agreements based on equal rights and the establishment of 
normal relations among nations, Even our first diplomatic documents 
contain a definite formulation of the idea of “peaceful cohabitation,” 


But, it goes without saying that the application of the new principles 
and methods to the practice of international relations has taken place 
under conditions of an acute political and ideological confrontation-- 
a confrontation which has not ceased for a single day--between the 
forces of peace and war, between the first socialist state in history 
and the aggressive circles of the imperialist powers, 














The willingness of the socialist state not only to maintain peaceful 
relations with other countries but also to develop economic cooperation 
with them has always been an integral part of the policy of peaceful 
coexistence. In a September 1919 interview with the American correspondent 
I, Me Bride, V.I. Lenin emphasized that economic cooperation with 

other countries, and especially with the USA, was desirable for Soviet 
Russia “during that period in which socialist and capitalist states 

would exist side by side.”” In this interview, which was published on 
December 1919 by the CHRISTIAN SCIENCE MONITOR under the heading “Bolshevik 
Leader Expounds Peaceful Views in Conversation, 4 the English word 
“coexistence” was used for the first time, 


In the first years after the October Revolution Soviet diplomacy made 
every effort to put into practice in a creative way the Leninist ideas 
about the establishment of peaceful relations with other states, In 
June 1920 the people's commissar of foreign affairs, G.V. Chicherin, 
set out in the following terms the Leninist idea of the Soviet govern- 
ment'’s foreign policy onyrses “peaceful coexistence with other govern- 
ments of whatever kind, ' 





While defending its independence and freedom under exceptionally difficult 
conditions, Soviet Russia conducted a persistent diplomatic struggle 

for the establishment of the principles of peaceful coexistence and 

the cooperation--on the basis of equal rights--among nations in the 
practice of international relations, In 1922 the Soviet representatives 
at the Genoa International Conference officially proposed that 

the relations between socialist and capitalist nations should be based 

on recognition of the equal rights of the two systems of property and 

of the principle of ‘parallel existence" of nations belonging to these 
systems, 





At all stages of the struggle for a firm and just peace and for inter- 
national security, at all the sharp turns of history the Communist 
Party and the Soviet government have invariably set their political 
course according to the Leninist compass--according to the principled, 
class fundamentals of the Leninist foreign policy. In Brest-Litovsk 
Soviet Russia was, to use V. I. Lenin's expression, “a zero in the 
military sense,” and it was forced to accept the ultimate conditions 
of peace, but in Genoa, it achieved its first treaty 

based on equal rights and mutual advantage; subsequently it achieved 
broad international recognition, as well as the establishment and develop- 
ment of relations with dozens of nations, 





From the very first days of its existence the Soviet state supported the 
transformation of international relations into truly worldwide relations 
among peoples, and they acted to bring the colonial and dependent 
countries into international cooperation. However, at that time the 
imperialist powers still firmly held in their hands the scepters of 

the colonial empires and the mandates to rule. A fierce struggle still 








raged between them for the redistribution of the colonies, the sources 
of raw materials and military springboards, Colonial rivalrvin Asia 
and Africa was one of the important spheres of inter-imperialist 
confrontation and in the final analysis it was one of the reasons 

for the Second World War, 


When the world was once again threatened with war, which was prepared 
by the aggressive fascist states, the Soviet Union was one of the first 
to come out in favor of creating a collective security system and 

of saving the world through the collective efforts of the peaceloving 
nations, In the name of world peace the USSR was prepared for broad 
cooperation with the peaceloving nations, including military cooperation. 
At that time, however, our country did not succeed in creating a 
collective security system, nor was it successful in preventing through 
collective efforts the outbreak of the Second World War. It was 

only during the war against fascism that an anti-Hitler coalition 

was created--a military alliance with the capitalist powers in the 
struggle against the aggressive fascist bloc, 


During the Second World War the Soviet Union carried on its shoulders the 
main burden of the liberation struggle against fascism, losing more than 
20 million of its citizens and incurring uncountable material damage 

in Liberating its own land and that of the countries enslaved by 

fascism, At the same time our diplomacy actively worked to create 
conditions for a democratic peace, and for a just and peaceful post- 

war settlement, The decisions made by the heads of states and the govern- 
ments of the USSR, the USA and Great Britain in Tehran, Yalta and 

Potsdam provided the foundation for a democratic settlement and 

a firm peace, 


The victorious conclusion of the Great Patriotic War opened up a new 
stage in the struggle of the Soviet nation for universal peace and 
international security. In the 35 postwar years a number of important 
factors in the policy of peaceful coexistence have developed and are 

in operation on a global scale, They include first of all the ever- 
growing economic and defense potential of the USSR and the other 
socialist nations, the growing unity of the socialist alliance in 

its efforts to defeat the imperialist policy of aggression, Another 
important factor is to be found in the successful development of the 
national-liberation struggle, which had as its consequence the decline 
of the colonial system of imperialism and the formation of about 100 
young nations, the majority of which have announced a policy of 
nonparticipation in aggressive military blocs. In the maintenance of 
peace an ever more substantial role is being played by the international 
communist and workers movement and by other revolutionary forces of our 
tune which support a policy of peaceful coexistence and neighborly 
cooperation among nations with different social systems, 
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V.I, Lenin noted that some members of the ruling circles in the bourgeois 
nations wished to have long-range economic cooperation with other 
countries regardless of their social differences, and this factor 
contributes in no small degree to the strengthening of the trend toward 
peaceful coexistence, In the present situation there is a growing role 
being played by the mass, anti-war movement in various countries, by 
congresses and forums of the peace-loving forces and by the worldwide 
movement of peace supporters, n 
After the Second World War, which ended in the defeat of Gerinan fascicn 
and Japanese militarism, a number of countries first in Europe and then 
in Asia and Latin America embarked on a path of building socialism; 
there developed a new type of international relations based on the 
principle of socialist internationalism, Guided by this principle, 

the Soviet Union as the leading force in the socialist community develops 
and consolidates relations of friendship, cooperation and mutual 
assistance with the fraternal countries and actively participates in 

the economic integration and international socialist division of labor, 
With the principle of socialist internationalism as its foundation, 

there has developed a firm, integral system of bilateral and multilateral 
treaties among socialist nations, 


Thanks to the active participation of the Soviet Union in the postwar 
conferences and negotiations, the fundamental tenets and principles, which 
became a guarantee for the prevention of aggression in Europe, were 
included in the structure of peace. These ideas were reflected in the 
peace treaties signed after the Second World War, in the fundamental 
provisions of the UN Charter and the bilateral treaties of the socialist 
countries on friendship, cooperation and mutual assistance, 


Tested by time, the bilateral treaties between the Soviet Union and 

the other socialist nations serve as an effective means to preserve and 
strengthen peace, In accordance with its international obligations 

the Soviet Union rendered unselfish assistance to the socialist 
countries in the formation of their state and economic independence; 

it helped to repel aggression against the Korean People's Democratic 
Republic in the early sixties and counterrevolution in Hungary in 1956; 
it helped to overcome the political crisis in Czechoslovakia in 

1968 and to repel U.S. aggression against Vietnam. In response to the 
formation of an aggressive military bloc of the imperialist powers 

the socialist nations created their system of collective security, 
concluding in May 1955 the Warsaw Pact Concerning Friendship, Cooperation 
and Mutual Assistance, 


The Warsaw Pact, which created the military-political alliance of the 
socialist states, is a dependable factor in the general security and 
joint struggle of the socialist nations for peace, "Socialist inter- 
nationalism," stated L.I. Brezhenv on 6 October 1979 in Berlin, “is 
that political and moral force which has given us the opportunity to 
achieve many victories in the struggle for peace and social progress." 














The Soviet Union hes extended effective support to a number of coun- 
tries in Asia, Africa and Latin America in their struggle to liberate 
themselves from colonialism and to repel imperialist intervention, 

In the fifties and sixties the people of Algeria received essential 
asSistance from the USSR in the struggle against the colonizers; 

India and Indonesia received diplomatic and political support in 
eliminating the remnants of colonialism, In the seventies effective 
assistance and support was extended by the fraternal socialist countries 
to the heroic people of Vietnam, to the revolutionary liberation 
movement in Angola and to the revolutions in Ethiopia and Afghanistan, 


Today it is timely to recall that 60 years ago Afghanistan received 
support from Soviet Russia in its struggle for independence, The 
foundations of neighborly relations between the Soviet state and the 
people of Afghanistan were laid at the initiativeof V,I., Lenin, who 
attached exceptional significance to the establishment of good 
relations with all neighboring countries (Poland, Finland) and 
especially with the Eastern neighbors (Iran, Turkey, Afghanistan). 
Afghanistan was the first state with which Soviet Russia, located within 
a ring of fronts and an economic blockade, established relations of 
cooperation--based on equal rights--in the summer of 1919, 





In the fall of that same year a remarkable dialog took place between 
V.I. Lenin and the first Afghan ambassador, who had arrived in Moscow, 
Lenin: "I am very glad to see in the red capital of the Workers and 
Peasants" Government a representative of the Afghan people, who 

are friendly to us and who are suffering and fighting against the 
imperialist yoke,” 


Ambassador: “I extend to you a friendly hand and hope that you will 
help to liberate the entire East from the yoke of European oppression, "© 


And it was to our plenipotentiary in Afghanistan that the RSFSR Foreign Af- 
fairs Commissariat in 1921 sent instructions containing guidelines for 
Soviet foreign policy concerning the combination of the policy of 

peace and support for neighboring peoples in their right to repel 

foreign interference. “Our policy,” it says, “is a policy of peace 

and cooperation among all peoples. At the present time, when the 

Eastern peoples, who are economically backward, feel painfully the 
economic oppression, socialist Soviet Russia is a natural friend 

for them, "/ 


After the April people's-democratic revolution, the Leninist policy 

of peace and friendship between the peoples of the USSR and Afghanistan 
culminated in the 5 December 1978 conclusion of the Treaty Concerning 
Friendship, Neighborly Relations and Cooperation, in accordance 

with which our country “for purposes of ensuring the security, independence 
and territorial integrity of both countries” extends comprehensive 
assistance, including military support, to the Afghan people. 











From the very first the Soviet state worked to brire the peoples of 
all countries and continents into international relations on the basis 
of equal rights. In March 1922 G,V, Chicherin, the people's commissar 
of foreign affairs, presented V.I. Lenin with a broad program for 
international cooperation which had been worked out in preparation 

for the Genoa Conference, One of its points, which was energetically 
supported by V,I, Lenin, was aimed at a fundamental change in the 
nature of the then-existing international relations, in definace of 
imperialist policies, He saids "The novelty of our international 
scheme must lie in having the Negro as well as other colonial peoples 
participate on an equal footing with the European peoples in the 
conferences and commissions: they must have the right to prevent 
interference in their domestic life," 


For all of its history the Soviet Union has worked steadfastly to 
apply these principles in diplomatic practice, 


The principles of international solidarity are applied in the USSR's 
relations with the peoples who are struggling against imperialism and 
colonialism, who are struggling to establish their national independence, 
to participate on the basis of equal rights in international relations, 
The Soviet state has always supported the just struggle of the peoples 

of Asia, Africa and Latin America for national liberation and social 
progress. And at present Soviet foreign poli~ ‘- aimed at support 

for the just struggle of the Arab peoples fo: tix vital rights and 

for the restoration of a just, democratic pe. e in the Middle East, 
especially for the inalienable rights of the ‘°° roople of Palestine; 

it is also directed at support for the liberavion struggle of the 
peoples of southern Africa against racism and apartheid, The 
assistance of the USSR and the other socialist countries was of enormous 
significance for the successful deflection of aggression by the 

peoples of Southeast Asia and for the salvation of the people of 
Kampuchea from genocide,. 


In full accordance with the Leninist principles of support for the 
peoples of the liberated countries the USSR concluded in the seventies 
treaties concerning peace, friendship and cooperation with a series 

of these countries, including the Republic of India (August 1971), the 
Iraqi Republic (April 1972), the People’s Republic of Angola (October 
1976), the People’s Republic of Mozambique (March 1977), Socialist Ethio- 
pia (November 1978), the Democratic Republic of Afghanistan (December 
1978) and the People’s Democratic Republic of Yemen (October 1979), 


In the late sixties and early seventies there was further change in 

the alignment of forces in the world arena and new trends were noted 

in the development of international relations, The persistent, purposeful 
efforts of the Soviet Union, along with the efforts of the other fraternal 
countries of the socialist community, which has worked actively to reduce 
the threat of a new world war and the level of international 








tension, have Led to important positive changes in international re- 
lations, The shift from “cold war" to detente has become the leading 
trend in this new etage of developmert in international relations. A 
profound re-organization of the entire system of international rela- 
tions has started under the badge of the broad practical application of 
the principles of peaceful coexistence of nations with different socio- 
economic systems, 


During thie period the Soviet Union and the other socialist nations 
have worked consistently to solve the problem of how to create normal 
relations Of peaceful coexistence with France, FRG, Canada, Italy, 
England and other capitalist countries, In the eyes of the world 
community there is particular significance attached to agreement 

on important principles of relations between the Soviet Union and 

the United States of America, the two most powerful powerful 

nations of the world in terms of military potential, The conviction 
that “in the nuclear age there exists no other basis for the mainte- 
nance of relations between them than peaceful coexistence,” was 
established specifically in the May 1972 document, which was worked 
out jointly by both powers and was entitled "Foundations for the Mutual 
Relations Between the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics and the 
United States of America.” "Differences in the ideology and social 
systems of the USSR and the USA," it notes, "do not constitute an 
obstacle to the development of normal relations between them, relations 
based on the principles of sovereignty, equality, noninterference in 
internal affairs and mutual benefit.”, 


The Conference on Security and Cooperation in Burope was a major 
landmark which signified broad international recognition of the 
principle of peaceful coexistence, Its Final Act, signed in Helsinki, 
defines the basic principles in the relations of the 35 nations which 
participated in the all-European conference, These principles are 

in accordance with the principles of the peaceful coexistence of nations 
with various social systems, principles which the founder of the Soviet 
state, VT. Lenin, fought for persistently and with conviction. 


At the intiative of the USSR and the other socialist nations numerous 

UN resolutions were developed and adopted during this periods in addition, 
a number of bilateral and multilateral treaties and agreements aimed at 
preventing worldwide thermonuclear war and wars between nations were 
signed. Bilateral treaties and agreements between the USSR and the USA, 
France, FRG and Great Britain, which were signed during these years, also 
contain similar provisions. 


Following the conclusion in 1968 of the multilateral Treaty Concerning 
the Nonproliferation of Nuclear Weapons, nearly 20 treaties and 
agreements important for peace and the security of peoples were 
concluded, They included the treaty banning nuclear weapons and other 
weapons of mass destruction on the bottom of the seas and oceans and 
in ite depths (11 February 1971); the convention concerning the ban on

development, production and accumulation of reserves of bacteriological 
(biological) and toxic weapons and their destruction (10 April 1972); 
the temperary agreement between the USSR and the USA concerning certain 
measures in the area of the limitation of strategic offensive weapons 
(26 May 1972)% the agreement between the USSR and the USA on the 
prevention of nuclear war (22 June 1973); the agreement between the 
USSR and Franee concerning the prevention of accidental or unsanctioned 
use of nuclear weapons (16 July 1976); the agreement between the USSR 
and Great Britain on the prevention of the accidental outbreak of 
nuclear war (10 October 1977), 


Peaceful coexistence involves more than just the resolution of disputes 

and conflicts by peaceful means, It is a policy which aleo assumes 

a certain trust between nations with different socio-economic systems, 
cooperation for the purpose of strengthening peace, the development 

of economic, sclentific-technical and cultural ties. The Soviet Union 

wae established and maintains at the present time diplomatic and commercial- 
economic relations with more than 130 countries of the world; its commercial- 


economic ties with the developed capitalist countries have been signifi- 
cantly expanded, 


in the seventies more than 5O agreements and treaties were concluded 
between the USSR and the USA; agreement was also achieved on cooperation 


in 150 different spheres of life, beginning with medicine and agriculture 
and extending to the World Ocean and outer space. 


Despite the fact that the principle of peaceful coexistence has received 
ever broader international-legal recognition and has been established 

in the practice of international relations, sharp debates have inevitably 
arisen on this subject at every historically significant turn, and it 

has become an object of polemics and fierce attacks by the opponents 

of detente. For example, at a conference of military experts in Munich 
in February 1977, K. Bidenkopf, a West German representative, assured 
the audience that detente was ruinous for the West. “In retrospect,” 

he said, “the balance of the ten-year policy of detente has been uniformly 
negative for us. While contributing to the weakening of our military 

and defense preparedness, detente has paralyzed us in ideological 
dispute, and not least of all, it has exerted an inf iyence on the 
destabilization of our democratic, social structure, 


Of course, not everyone in the West, including the FRG, shares these 
views. For example, his fellow countryman, W. von Bredow, a specialist 
in international affairs, belie that no weakening of the West's 
military potential took place the seventies (in the FRG, in particular, 
expenditures for arms have doubled in the last ten years). As for 
instability in the Western countries, its causes, V. von Bredow thinks, 
should be sought not beyond these nations but in their domestic social 
oroblems. In his recently published book von Bredow condemns the 
attempts by conservative circles in the Western world to return to the 
imes of the cold war; he emphasizes that “the future of detente must 











and shall consist of zh⸗ expansion of detente, For without detente 
there is no future,” 


Tt te indieative that in the West, including the USA iteelf, many 
competent specialists in the area of international relations recognized 
long before the current outbreak of anti-Soviet hysteria in Washington-- 
that certain U.S, cireles were now the main opponents of detente, and 

the leaders in the unrestrained arms race, “It is not the Russians, 

but Americans who believe in technology who have brought the 

spiraling atomic arme race to such an extreme state that today it can 
only be controlled with digg ioutty,” testifies, F.0, Michet a French 
expert on military iseves, 


During the entire postwar period the United States, under pressure from 
influential circles related to the military-industrial complex, has 
heer the initiator of every new round in the arms race, and in the 
ereation and development of new systems of mass destruction weapons, 

It is no accident that as long ago as the summer of 1978 R, Barnett, the 
well-known American scholar on international affairs, pointed out 

the danger of new projects which are being developed by aggressive 
cireles in America, “The USA, which has always set the pace in the 
arms race,” he warned, “is about to open a new ten-year round in the 
production of new weapon systems.” This prognosis has been proven 
correct, 


At the same time, in order to divert public attention from their 

own militaristic preparations, the U.S. leaders have inspired a broad 
propaganda campaign centered on the mythical “Soviet military threat"; 
using this as a cover they have undertaken attempts to force the 
siting of neutron charges in the countries of Western Buope, and 

they have also demanded that their allies increase their arms expendi- 
tures. A decision of the winter session (December 1979) of NATO 
concerning the production and siting--in the countries of Western 
Burope--of new American systems of nuclear missiles is aimed at 
starting the next round of the arms race, unless the peoples of 

the world are successful in thwarting these evil plans. The USA 
wishes to disturb in this way the military-strategic balance which has 
developed in the world and to create a new threat to the Soviet 

Union and other countries in Burope; it wants to achieve military 
superiority, 


The Soviet Union, for its part, proposes to proceed on the basis of the 
approximate balance of military forces which has developed, and it 

is attempting to reduce the present level of confrontation in order 

to reduce and eliminate the danger of military conflict; it is 
attempting to advance toward peace, not toward the brink of war. 


Our nation's aspiration towards peace is not dictated by pacifist 
illusions, but by internationalist attitudes toward the interests of 
peoples, and by a class approach to the problem of preserving the 














general peace, In all ages the popular masses have suffered the most 
from ware and the exploiting groups have grown rich, Modern means 

of warfare have intensified immeasurably the dangers which wars 

bring to the peaceful population, For this reason the communist and 
workers parties, which represent primarily the interests of the working 
Class, of people of labor, decisively expose the aggressive intentions 
of impertaliam and mobilize the masses to repel the dangerous intrigues 
of the reactionary forces, 


In socialist society there is no room for classes or social groups 
which would derive material benefit from the preparation or conduct 
of wars or from the production and use of lethal arms, At the same 
time the increasing escalation of arms in the capitalist countries, 

and especially in the USA, is legendary; the ever increasing profits of 
the military-industrial monopolies serve as irrefutable proof that 

the arms manufacturers, who fill the military orders of their nations, 
are the ones who instigate the development of new, ever more costly 
systems of mass destruction, 


As V.I. Lenin in his time warned, people should be told that wars 

are conceived in great secrecy. In the general headquarters of the 
imperialist nations a concept was once formulated according to which 
najor military conflicts are supposedly inevitable every 25 years. 

In the opinion of a number of military theoreticians and generals 

in the bourgeois nations, including the French Marshal Foch, periods 
of peace are only interludes between two wars, Judging by everything, 
the adherents of such bellicose concepts have not yet become extinct 
in the ruling circles of certain powers, However, the realities of 
the 20th century are such that wares today cannot lead even to Pyrrhic 
victories, The communist and workers parties and the socialist 
nations set in opposition to the adventurist course of the forces of 
imperialist reaction their own scientifically based conviction that 
there is at present no fatal inevitability of world war, . 





In characterizing the current, complex international situation, L,I. Brezh- 
nev emphasized in ceplies to a PRAVDA correspondent that "...the main 

thing that has been achieved is the breaking of the tragic cycle: 

world war--a short peaceful interlude--and againa world war.” And 

for this positive result mankind is primarily obligated to the steadfast 
Leninist foreign policy course of the CPSU and the Soviet state, a course 
which consistently combines peaceableness with a firm rebuff to aggression.. 
No one will deflect us from this course, 


The CPSU foreign policy program, which is determined by our party 
congresses, takes the form of a persistent, difficult struggle 
against the aggressive forces of imperialism in the world arena, In 
recent times, under the pretext of events in Afghanistan, the USA has 
undertaken a series of steps for the purpose of exacerbating the 
international situation and of subverting detente--the “freeze” 
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put on the ratification of the SALT-II treaty, and the unilateral 
reduction of Soviet-American relations, The willful, unilateral 
violation by the USA of agreements with the Soviet Union has caused 
serious concern in the broadest circles of the world community among 
all who are concerned with the preservation and strengthening of the 
general peace, 


These actions have demonstrated the lack of respect which the Washington 
administration hase for Unportant agreements, and it calle into 

question the reliability of the USA as a partner in affairs between 
nations, Thus, L.I. Dreshnev has stated: “The U.S. government is 
actually inflicting a general blow against the regulation of the 
international-ieeai system of relations between nations.” The 

awkward steps Laken by the Washington administration, the violation 

of the custom,which has become established in international practice, 


of respecting and observing signed agreements causes damage to 
the policy of detente and peaceful coexistence, 


However, the Soviet people have every reason to look to the future 

with optimiem. The USSR, relying on its great defense and economic 
potential and guided by the tested Leninist principles of international 
politics, confidently defends the cause of general peace and the 
progress of mankind. Our policy is clear and definite; it is aimed 

at the continuation of detente, which has put down deep roots because it 
expresses the interests of peoples in all countries, as well as their 
desire for peace and cooperation, and for the peaceful coexistence 

of states,

ext7 The arms race is one of the most obvious manifestations of the 
nereased role of militarism in the life of modern capitalist society. 
It is constantly whipped up by the reactionary circles of imperialism, 
which see it as a base to carry out politics “from a position of strength" 
against the socialist nations and the national Liberation movement, 
Capitalism sees in the arms race and in the militarization of all of 
life one of the means for the salvation of this obsolescent social 
system in the face of the successes of socialism and of other revo- 
lutionary forces and movements, "Militarism,” L,I, Brezhnev noted, 
“was always an integral feature of imperialism. But today it hasreached a 
megnitude which is truly unprecedented, Imperialism is responsible 
for the fact that the labor of mmy millions of people, brilliant 
achievements of the human mind and the talant of scientists, researchers 
and engineers are not directed toward the benefit of mankind and do 
not serve the cause of progress and the transformation of life on 
earth but are used instead for barbaric, reactionary purposes to serve 
the needs of war--this is a very great misfortune for the peoples. 
Present-day militarism relies on a significantly increased economic 
and scientific-technical base; it has absorbed the achievements 
of the scientific and technical revolution. And the threat which 
militariem carries with itself for all mankind is all the greater. 


Under present conditions the struggle against militarism, the arms 

race and the risk of a new world war is the top-priority task of all 
peace-loving forces, Marching at the head of the struggle are 

the Soviet Union and the other socialist nations, which oppose 

the imperialist policy of increasing international tension, fanning 

the arms race and attacking the sovereignty and independence of nations; 
in place of these policies they put firmness and resolve in the 

defense of the cause of peace and detente, an! consistency in the conduct 
of a policy of cooperation among nations to strengthen peace and 
international security. The authority and effectiveness of the foreign 
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policy of the socialist countries is largely determined by the fact 
that it is based on a profound, scientific analysis of present-day 
requirements, an analysis which relies on a Leninist methoddlogy for the 
study of the patterns of social development, 


The Lesues of militarism oceupy an important place in the Leninist teachings 
about imperialiem., V.I, Lenin wrote that “imperialiem, i.e., monopolistic 
capitaliem, which came to final maturity only in the 20th century, 

in terms of ite fundamental economic properties, ie characterized by 

the least love of peace and freedom and by the greatest and most 

universal development of the military clique, "2 In his classic work, 

. rialiem as the Highest Stage of Capitalism” and in such works 

as "Militen: Militariem and the Antimilitariet Tactics of Social Democracy,” 
"War and Revolution,” “Arms and Capitalism,” “Socialism and War,” 

V.I. Lenin revealed the socio-economic roots of imperialistic militariem, 
ite class nature, the domestic and foreign functions it fulfille, 

ite aggressive nature--which is especially dangerous for mankind-- 

the major scale and the destructive consequences of the arms race and 

of wars. 


V.I. Lenin is responsible for the classic definition of mil itarism, 
"Modern militarism is the result of capitalism, In both of its forms 

it is a ‘vital manifestation’ of capitalisms as a military force, which 
is used by the capitalist nations in their foreign conflicts... and as a 
weapon which is used the ruling classes to suppress any kind of 
(economic or political) movements of the proletariat, "3 


V.1,. Lenin examined the essence of militarism and its characteristic 
features in direct relation to the functioning of the economic base 
and political superstructure of capitalism, In other words, he 
interpreted militarism as a phenomenon internally characteristic of 
imperialiem and one which arose by viture of the action of ob jective 
laws, whichaleo makes militariem a result of capitalism, one of 

the forms of its manifestation, From this basic proposition there 
arise conclusions which have theoretical and practical significance; 
conclusions about the continuous renewal of militarism by bourgeois 
society and about the increasing aggressiveness of militarism 
under state-monopoly capitalism, 


At the same time the Leninist analysis of militarism is based on an 
accurate calculation of the nature of the epoch, its moving forces, 
the contradictions inherent in it, the class opposition of the 
proletariat and the bourgeoisie and the trends in the development of 
worldwide events. In our times an examination of the issue in such 
a broad context makes it possible, on the one hand, to better 
assess the counterrevolutionary essence of modern militarism, the 
trend which directs it against the world revolutionary movement, 
and especially against real socialism, and, on the other hand, to 
understand the causes and the factors in the current “escalation” 
of militarism which has been observed, as well as its intensive use 
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by the imperialist bourgeoisie in order to realize their own purposes 
both on a regional as well as a global scale, Of course, this approach 
does not exclude the study of the various forms and manifestations 

of militarism from the national-state viewpoint, 


The militarization of the capitalist countries is not some kind of 
isolated or separate phenomenon in the life of capitalist society, 

It is closely related to other natural processes which characterize the 
general crisis of capi alism--the decay and parasitism of this system, 
the economic crises, the political, intellectual and moral degradation 
of the monopolistic bourgeoisie and the decline of capitalist civili- 
zation as a whole, For this reason militarism cannot be interpreted 
only from a political or, for example, from a military-technical view - 
points nor can it be considered in isolation from other phenomena of 
capitalist activity. 


In the dialectics of domestic and foreign policy under imperialism, it 
is domestic policy which is of greater significance, although at certain 
periods, during wars for example, it is subjected to change under the 
influence of external factors, However, there is one feature which they 
have in common. V.I Lenin wrote: “In both foreign and domestic policy 
alike imperialiom aims at violations of democracy and at reaction. In 
this sense it is indisputable that imperialism is the ‘negation’ of 
democracy in general, of democracy in its entirety... 


This reactionary, antidemocratic purpose is realizeu in the area of domestic 
policy through various means, i.e, political, socio-economic and ideo- 
logical means. However, militarism occupies the central spot. As 

long ago as 1907 the Stuttgart Congress of the Second International 

called it “the main tool for the class dominance of the bourgeoisie 

and the political subjugation of the working class, " > 


The history of capitalism, Like the history of the pre-bourgeois 

class societies, provides a multitude of examples showing 

the cruel suppression of working people, especially during a period of 
mass, revolutionary-liberation movements. The power of capital has 
never been able to maintain itself in any way other than through 
violence supplemented by social maneuvering. The enormous scale of 
bourgeois violence against the masses can be seen in the evidence 
provided by all of recent history. In just one decade, during the 
years from 1925 through 1934, 9,510,033 persons were arrested, 

injured, killed, or sentenced to prison and capital punishment in 
capitalist society, Fascism, which came to power in Italy in 

1922 and in Germany in 1933, turned many countries into hideous torture 
chambers, in which millions of people perished, Fascism and militarism 
acted as political twins; this is understandable because, after all, 

a fascist dictatorship cannot exist without mass terror, and it is 
realized only through militaristic means, 
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Many bourgeois politicians and scholars consider fascism and ites 
barbarism as “historical anomalies" of capitalist development, They 
are inclined to see an insurmountable gap between bourgeois democracy 
and fascist dictatorship. Of course, Marxists have never seen those forms 
of bourreois power as the same, However, there is no doubt that 
fascism is a natural outgrowth of imperialism, Fascism arises from 
bourgeois democracy when the latter is in a period of very deep crisis; 
it works to affirm its dominance through armed force, This is confirmed 
by the history of German-Italian fascism as well as by present-day 
experiencer the coming to power of the military-fascist junta in 

Chile, the activities of the dictatorial regimes inGuatemala, Paraguay, 
Haiti and of the racists in the Republic of South Africa, 


The erosion of law and order and the significant weakening of the 

social guarantees of justice can be seen almost everywhere in bourgeois 
jemocratic countries, At the same time harsher and harsher and more 
ahtidemocratic laws are being adopted to combat the infringements on 

the foundations of private property, privilege and rights of property 
owners. Lawe of this kind have been adopted recently in the USA, the 
FRG, Italy and other capitalist nations, Under the pretext of 

an increased struggle against “terrorism,” "insurgency," and “uprisings,” 
preventive measures and repressions against the progressive, democratic 
forees are being legally sanctioned, 


in the United States legalized violence by the ruling classes aginst 

the masses has become a usual phenomenon, and troop contingents are 
frequently and traditionally used for these purposes. The 

American military historian Yu, Metvin has calculated that from 1900 
through 1960 the U.S. Army participated in “more than 500 operations 

cO suppress uprisings and excesses” within the country. According to 
data from the magazine ARMY, more than 200 major operations involving 
the use of troops were carried out against the anti-military, racial 
and other demonstrations by American workers during the period of U.S. 
aggression in Vietnam, For example, the entire 82d airborne division 
and a number of combat units were used in the punitive operations against 
rhe anti-war demonstrations which took place in the spring of 1971 in 
“he U.S. capitals; 12 people were killed, more than 1,200 demonstrators 
were injured and 13,000 le were arrested, Is this not an obvious 
confirmation that V.I. Lenin was correct when he pointed out that in 
bourgeois society a standing army “has everywhere become the tool of the 
reaction, the servant of capital in the struggle against labor 
and the executioner of the people's freedom,"7 


The use of the army, along with the police and the militia, for repressive 
purposes is carefully regulated in an organizational and legal sense, 
Since 1970 the U.S. Armed Forces have had a special organ--the directorate 
to combat civil disorders--which coordinates troop activities in this 

area on a national scale. The directorate is part of the U.S. army 
neadquarters, and it has at its disposal six specially trained infantry 
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and motorized infantry br'eades, In addition, instruction in tactics 
for the “suppression of c.vil disorders” has been a mandatory element 
of combat training in army and marine units since 1968, 


There are in effect a number of documents which define the mission of 

the troops in the struggle against the workers: they include titles 

such as The Conduct of Operations in the Suppression of Riots in 

a Populated Area," “The Use of Chemical Substances in Operations 

against Rioters,” and others, The FM 19-15 manual is the primary 
document, It directs as follows: "“Small-arms fire is the most effective 
form of coercion against rioters, After the decision has 

been made to open fire, it is essential to act decisively and mercilessly, 
In no case should troops be issued blank ammunition. Blanks and shooting 
above the heads of rioters is not very effective, and for this reason 

it is not advised, The shooting should be to kill rather than to injure 


One cannot helpbut recall in this context the instructions given in 
1891 in Potedam by Kaiser Wilhelm II to German recruits: “It may 
happen that I will order you to shoot your own relatives, brothers 
and even your parents... But even then you must carry out my order 
without the slightest murmur.” Times change, but the anti-people, 
inhuman essence of militarism remains unchanged, 





It is obvious that the internal function of militarism amounts to 
providing the bourgeoisie with the appropriate conditions for the 
exploitation and oppression of the workers, and in practice this is 
realized through the struggle against the communist, workers and 
democratic movements. Imperialism is prepared, as before, for 
unlimited violence against the masses for the sake of preserving its 
dominance, The fascist oligarchy “resorts to the establishment of a 
fascist regime and relies on the army, the police and the militia 
as the last anchor of salvation from the rage of the people."9 


V.I. Lenin performed a great service by revealing the pattern of 
imperialism; this pattern showed the steady increase in the significance 
of the external function of militarism, which carries with it the danger 
of war. Using the example of the leading imperialist nations of 

Europe and the USA, he showed the process of the dynamic reconstruction 
of the internal and external forms of militarism in favor of the 
hypertrophied development of the external forms, A powerful impetus 

in this direction was provided by the preparation for the First 

World War, and by the related changes in the distribution of the world 
economic, political and military forces. In 1917 V, I. Lenin stated 
that “the nations with an expanded military apparatus--resulting from 
imperialist competition--turned into military monsters, which are 
destroying millions of people."10 He established the presence of and 
provided the scientific substantiation for the dangerous tendency 

which was related to the results of the First World War, i.e., the 
“increase in militarism, the increase and acceleration of the prepara- 
tions for new imperialist wars.” 
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The main military and political events of the interwar period and 

the enormous scale of the Second World War, in which 55 million people 
perished and nearly as many became cripples, as well as the 

cold war and the unrestrained arms race, which were subsequently 
unleashed by imperialism, showed the correctness of V.I. Lenin's 
judgments and conclusions with regard to the tendencies and 
developmental paths of militarism, They were most obviously expressed 
in the policies of the U.S, reactionary circles and the NATO military 
bloc, 


in the postwar period,in comparison with the preceding historical stages, 
the military appropriations of the imperialist nations have grown 
immeasurably, and the arms race which they unleashed has reached 

colossal dimensions, NATO data provides evidence that at present 

the participants in this bloc are spending for military needs an 

amount which is more than 40-fold greater than the corresponding 
appropriations of all the countries in the world in the late twenties, 

In the years 1949-1979 the countries of the North Atlantic bloc spent 

for militaristic purposes sums that are astonomical--more than 

$2.7 trillion. 


It is particularly significant that there has been a steep increase 

in the growth of military expenditures in the USA, which replaced 
Furope as the political and military center of imperialism in the post- 
war period, In the period from the Civil War of 1961-1865 right up 

to the thirties of our century, direct military expenditures by 

the USA gia not exceed, as a rule, 1 percent of the gross national 
products In 1900 they amounted to $209 million,!3 from 1922 through 
1937 they did not reach $1 billion.!4 But in the postwar period the 
erowth of U.S. military expenditures has been unprecedented: in 

1949 they were $13.5 billion, $79.6 million in 1968, $104.3 in 1977 
and $141.2 billion in 1980, According to R. Mills, U.S War Department 
expenditures in 191) amounted to $2.25 per capita; in 1952 they had 
reached nearly $25015 and in 1980 they will exceed $600, 





The growth of military expenditures is related primarily to the increase 
in imperialism’s aggressiveness, to its desire to stop the further develop- 
ment of the world revolutionary process--no matter what the cost--and 

co limit, if not eliminate the historic gains of socialism, In 

a military-economic and technical regard, the steadily increasing military 
budgets of the imperialist nations reflect the enormous growth of their 
armies and the unprecedented scale of the arms race, Along with 

increased sums to maintain army, air force and navy personnel, 
appropriations for equipment and arms predominate in the structure 

of military expenditures, Larger and larger monetary resources are be- 
ing appropriated for the acquisition of newer and newer generations 

of arms, missiles, airplanes, tanks, tools, ships, nuclear and 
conventional ammunition, 








At the present time the total number of armed forces in the NATO 
countries is approaching 5 million, of which more than 3 million are 
located on the European continent, According to data from the 
London International Institute for Strategic Studies, NATO has about 
80 divisions, 440 launchers for operational and operational-tactical 
rockets, more than 17,000 tanks, 8,000 fighter aircraft 

(including more than 2,000 aircraft which carry nuclear weapons 

and almost 1,500 battle ships. 


The foundation of NATO's military potential lies in the strategic forces 
of the USA, which are represented by 1,054 intercontinental strategic 
missiles, 41 nuclear submarines with 656 ballistic missiles, about 

600 B-52 strategic bombers, each of which can carry up to 20 nuclear 
warheads at one time, In Western Europe alone there are more than 8,000 
American nuclear warheads and more than 300 means to deliver them, 


Incidentally, according to the assurances by the Pentagon and NATO 
generals, the arms which have been accumulated are still “too few." 

In December 1979 the American leadership and the NATO elite adopted 
far-reaching decisions in the area of further expansion of the arms 

race. U.S. President J. Carter in the so-called five-year defense program 
in essence adopted a policy of trying to achieve military superiority 

over the USSR and the other socialist countries by increasing U.S, 

military potential in all areas. This calls for an annual increase 

in military expenditures of no less than 4.5 percent. In 1981 

the U.S. military budget will grow by nearly $20 billion, and by 

1985 it will reach $250 billion, The five-year program calls for the 
modernization of the strategic “triad,"including accelerated work on the new 
MX intercontinental ballistic missile with a mobile base, the Trident missile- 
nuclear submarine.and winged missiles for bombers. Plans call for an 
increase in the submarine and surface fleets, in the tank and 

aireraft fleets, as well as for the renovation of other combat equipment, 
and the development of “fast reaction" forces to carry out police 

functions in various regions of the globe. 


A decision made in December by the NATO Council, under the strongest 
possible pressure from Washington, threatens to open up a new 

stage in the arms race; the decision concerns the siting of about 

600 American middle-range missiles in a number of Western European 
countries. This decision demonstrates once again the aggressive 
strategy of NATO, which is aimed at the achievement of superiority 
and which undermines detente. 


Numerous local wars on various continents of the earth and the danger 

of a nuclear missile catastrophe are linked to the activities of 

modern militarism, According to calculations by historians from 

the GDR, there have been 142 wars and military conflicts on the earth 

in the three postwar decades (1945-1975); five of them have been in 

Furope, 44 in Asia, 29 in Africa, 33 in America and 31 in the Arabic East,!* 
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A majority of them have been related to foreign intervention and other 
military actions by imperialism against the forces of the national- 
liberation movement. In these years armed conflicts and wars have arisen 
in 69 countries, and 81 states have taken part in them, Many of the 

wars have been of such a destructive nature and have been accompanicd 

by such a high number of casualties that they are comparable with the 
major wars of the past. 


Since the First World War there has been an observed tendency toward 
the absolute and relative increase in civilian losses during wars. 
There is evidence of this in the following datas

A modern nuclear-missile war would involve a special danger for mankind, 
Enough nuclear missile weaponry has been accumulated on our planet by 
now to destroy mankind 15 times over, In the face of the colossal 
arsenals of mass destruction weapons it is essential to maintain 
extreme vigilance toward the intrigues of warmongers, and it is essential, 
too, to be very careful in making decisions which effect international 
security. "The policy of adventures," said L. I. Brezhenv, “in 
combination with the fact that the main imperialist powers have accumu- 
lated supplies of mass destruction weapons, makes imperialism 

in our time a constant threat to peace throughout the world, a threat 
to the life of many millions of people and to the existence of whole 
peoples, "17 





At the same time one cannot fail to see that definite changes--both 
qualitative and quantitative--are taking place rapidly in the social 
base and the dissemination sphere of present-day militarism and its 
“geography.” In general the territorial and social base of militarism 
is narrowing historically. Contributing factors include the defection 
from the capitalist system by more and more new governments as a result 
of socialist revolutions, the departure of dozens of developing 
nations from the political system of imperialism, and the increased 


prestige and influence of the peace-loving, democratic forces in the 
capitalist countries themselves, 
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Tt te under these conditions that the militariete are striving to 
strengthen their influence by inereasing their input into the policy 
of bourgeois nations. From this point of view the formation of a 
military-industrial complex in the USA, as in a number of other 
capitalist countries ts a very symptomatic phenomenon, It is evidence of 
the development of that union of the military clique and the 
monopoliste which V,I. Lenin pointed out, The military-induetrial 
complex is constantly increasing the pressure it pute on the bourgeois 
state, but to an ever increasing degree it acts as a system, which 
leaves its malignant imprint on the economy, the politics and on the 
ideology of capitalist society, 


In the capitalist countries, and especially in chose which are 
members of aggressive military-poelitical blocs, one can observe the 
development of a process noted by V.I. Lenin as long ago as the 

First World War period: imperialism leads to “the further militarization 
of all countries, of boti neutral and email ones,"19 One can see this 
specifically in the fact that such small countries of Western Europe 
as Belgium, Denmark, Norway and the Netherlands, as well as a number of 
Latin American, African, Asian and Middle Eastern nations are partici- 
pating in the arms race, The “bloc policy” of imperialism and 

the related “base strategy” of the U.S. represent a dangerous element 
in the current international situation, an element which conceals 
constant threat of destabilization and military confrontation. 


Imperialist militariem, while acting as the main instrument for the 
policy of anticommuniem and a ti-Sovietism, is coming closer and closer 
to the chauvinistic, Great-Han Chinese militarism, Beijing's policy 

of forming blocs with the militaristic circles of imperialism and with 
NATO, has developed on an anti-Soviet basis, and as part of a general 
aspiration to undermine the cause of detente and to return mankind to the 
trenches of the cold war, 


The Beijing emissaries have begun an active campaign to purchase military 
technology and arms in the countries of the North Atlantic bloc, 

And after H#. Brown, U.S. Secretary of Defense, visited Beijing in 
January 1980, they began to count on receiving military equipment 
from the USA as well. China's policy, as Xu Xiangqian, the minister 
of defense, stated publicly is “to develop certain types of nuclear 
weapons and other kinds of the latest equipment and to be prepared for 
war at any moment, "20

The public and the army are indoctrinated in a frenzied, nationalistic, 
anti-Soviet spirit. Territorial claims are made on the USSR and many 
over contiguous countries. In 1979 the Chinese leadership unleashed 
an aggressive war against socialist Vietnam, Armed provocations 
continue on the borders of the SRV (Socialist Republic of Vietnam), Laos 
and Mongolia. The Chinese authorities support the remnants of the 

Pol Pot bands in Kampuchea, and the actions ot armed separatists 





in India, Burma, Thailand, the Philippines, Malaysia,and Indonesia, 
This is Chinese hegemoniem, supported by the USA and NATO, in action, 


Recent events have revealed the whole truth of the very close ties between 
the imperialist military clique of the USA and military fascistic regimes, 
as well ae with veactionary organizations in many countries, It is 
enough to recall the direct support given by the Pentagon and the CIA to 
the fascietic putech and the regime of Pinochet in Chile, to the 

bloody Shah Reza Pahlavi in Iran, to the Somoza tyranny in Nicaragua 
and to the dictator Pak Chong-hui in South Korea, Fascism, militariem, 
reaction and neocolonialism demonstrate a true “kinship of souls” 

for they have a common master--imperialian, 


The Leninist analysis of materialism, which is developed in the 
documents and materials of the CPSU, and of the international communist 
movement, contains conclusions--based on principle--with regard to 

the content, forms and alternatives in the struggle of the working class 
and of all working people against militariem and against military 
danger, The Marxist-Leninist approach to militarism is distinguished 

by realism in the evaluation of its forces and opportunities and at the 
same time by optimism with regard to the prospects for the struggle 
against it. 


In the world of capital the policy which calls for dealing “from a 
position of strength” has more than a few adherents, A number of 
major nations manifest an obvious lack of desire to end the arms 

race, “The opponents of detente and disarmament still possess sig- 
nificant resources,” the Report of the CC CPSU to the 25th Congress 
said, “Their actions take various forms and lead in various directions, 
Although the opportunities for aggressive actions by ialism are now 
significantly reduced, its nature remains as before,."“' While relying 
on militarism as the means of struggle against social progress, 

the bourgeoisie acts as all the exploiting classes before it have 
acted, It is well known that the reactionary classes have manged 
frequently to extend their rule in this way, but none of them has 

yet been able to make it last forever, The objective laws of social 
development act inexorably, and no-one has the power to change their 
course, And, moreover, this is fair with regard to the bourgeoisie. 
Despite the fact that imperialism has at its disposal mountains of the 
latest and most destructive weapons in history, and despite the 

fact that it continues to hold in its grip hundreds of millions of 
peoples the entire capitalist system of oppression and exploitation 

has been hit bya profound crisis. And the crisis of present-day mili- 
tarism consists in the fact that it is no longer capable of achieving 
fundamental class purposes of the imperialist bourgeoisie; it cannot re- 
store the capitalist system in the socialist countries; it cannot 
strangle the national liberation movements of nationalities, nor 

can it prevent is own inevitable collapse.

The development of the world revolutionary process is steady and takes 
place step by step, despite temporary defeats by certain revolutionary 
detachments, despite steps and jumps backward, which are movements that 
V.I. Lenin warned would take place, and the development of this process 
undermines the foundations of imperialiam, The new alignment of forces 
in the world, whichis related mainly to the formation of the world 
system of socialism, to the successes of the Soviet Union, and to the 
development of the worldwide workers, communist and national~-liberation 
movement, has completely undermined such age-old and traditional 
principles of militariam as the monopoly of the exploiting classes 
to military foree and the decisive superiority in ite use of this 
force, the conduct of wars using other people's bodies and blood, 

and the unhindered export of counterrevolution, For this reason the 
ctisis of present-day militarism also manifests itself in the growing 
difficulties and obstacles of an objective and subjective nature 

on the way to its implementation in internal as well as external funec- 
tions. For example, the elimination of imperialism's nuclear superiority 
and the existence of the USSR's powerful armed forces, which are capable 
of defeating any aggressor, create a serious obstacle on the path of 
military adventures attempted by imperialism, True, one cannot forget 
th. t impertaliem's aggressive forces draw their own conclusions from 
this: they strive to surpass socialism militarily, and they look 

for those ways and means to make use of military force which will 

not threaten their own existence. 


in the modern world a paradoxical situation is observed at first 
miancer militarism devours enormous material, financial and human 
resources of capitalist society, but the real use factor and the 

actual “yield” are by no means adequate. But it cannot be otherwise 

at a time when imperialism has lost many of ite positions and socialism 
has become a deciding force in social development. 


In “Anti-Dyuringe” F. Engels noted that militarism was dominating Europe 
and devouring it, and he noted: "But this militarism conceals within 
itself the germ of its own destruction,"23 Under new historical conditions 
V.I. Lenin discovered the laws and defined the general conditions and 
conerete trends in the struggle against militarism. He pointed out thet 
it was not enought “to just rail against, curse and Heny’ militarism, 

or to criticize and prove its harm."24 Militarism will not disappear 

by iteelf. This must be the result of an active struggle by the 

working masses, of revolutionary and transformational activities by 

the communist parties. Leninism proceeds from the idea that the 
“complete elimination of militarism is conceivable and achievable 

only in connection with the elimination of capitalism, "25

One of these mape is before me showing the “World Distribution of Hungarian 
Wine." Where do the renowned “tokays", “cadarkas", “muscatels" and “byka- 
veras" wines go? The lines extended to all continents including distant 
Australia, Okay, so much for wine, which, after all, is not essential to 
man. There are more important food products. What about thea? 


One in four cultivated hectares in Hungary provides food for export. If 
you oan imagine, neither wine nor apples dominate exports - in a word, it 
is not dessert, as you might think, but meat that is the leading export. 
Many different kinds of meat. Veal, pork, poultry, mtton, rabbite and 
even squab (which are loved in Weet Burope). Meat goes to the USSR, Csech- 
oslovakia, the GIR, to the Middle Bast, Italy, Greece, Prance and Turkey. 
The inhabitants of cold Scandinavia eagerly purchase fresh and frosen fruits 
and berries. Hungarian applesrare shipped to the Soviet Union, Denmark, 
Holland and West Germany. 


As much as 200 kilograms of meat in live weight per capita is produced each 
year. This is a substantial figure. Suffice it to say, that Hungary takes 
a back seat only to Holland and Denmark, countries with a highly—developed 
livestock program, beth meat and dairy, that has become a long and lasting 
tradition, The Hungarians have omly recently attained this level. And 
their exporte are not at all at the expense of their own stomachs. In 
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Hungary iteelf meat is consumed at the average rate of 75 kilograms per 
capita each year — there are no vegetarians here, 


How did a relatively small country become the largest exporter of food in 
Burope? 


The "Gunniya-Hybrid": Integration Hungarian Style 


We travel to the settlement of Khernad, in Pesht Oblast, to the cooperative 
imeni 15 March. It is not a simple cooperative, but the head organization 
of a large association for the production of “Gunniya-hybrid" chickens, 


Two blue-eyed, light brown haired men, more like men from Orlov or Tula 
than Hungarians, very animatdly, often interrupting each other, talk about 
their farm, The translator can scarcely keep up. The deputy chairman of 


the cooperative, Ishtvan Nadya, and the secretary of the party organization, 
Mikhay Kishpal, have something to tell. 


Even in Hungary there is poor land, such as the people of Khernad have, 
Sand. One does not expect much from sand. The people hereabouts have for 
a long time managed to get by somehow. The cooperative suffered in the 
beginning. It seemed they had tried everything, but everytime they were un- 
successful, while the cooperative workers had, as they learned later, a 
very profitable business at hand - poultry raising. 


Day~old hybrid chicks are sent here from Holland, They are raised and the 
egge they produce are incubated. The new chicks - now a local hybrid ~ are 
allocated to farmpartners as matched breeding pairs. There are about 23 
partners, Together they are called the “Gunniya-hybrid" association, The 
people of Khernad play first violin in the association, By the way, each 

of the 23 partners in turn have their ow partners. I was told that there 
are now gore than 130 farms in various oblaste of Hungary in the association. 
very year the association produces 80 million broilers, 


It ie a real pleasure to see how quickly and deftly the chickens are dres- 
sed at the cooperative poultry processing plant. Several quick operations, 
the dressed chickens are on the transporter in their familiar tc Muscovites 
package; the chickens then appear on the counters of Hungarian and foreign 
cities. Twenty percent of "Gunniya-hybrid" product goes for export. It 


goes directly from here. From the cooperative. Bypassing the procurement 
officials, buyere and other intermediate levels. 


Workers put the chicken giblets into polyethylene bags. Tomorrow Budapest 
—R will be able to buy them, as well as aromatic sausages made of 
cnic meat. 


Waste? Th@ don't Lnow this word here. They process everything! They 
grind, dry and mix with corn and other ingredients to come up with a feed 
for suckling pigs. There is a pig farm within the cooperative. A special 
shop operates at the plant, where one can see the entire process — from the 








slaughter of livestock to the preparation of sausage. 


Tn truth nature has overlooked nothing. How often I had to be convinced of 
thie as I encountered the enterprise and quality, which are absolutely neces- 
wary when speaking of life and work on the land, 


fhe association, complex and scale, but remember: the "Gunniya-Hybrid" 
meat plant ie in the country and it has advantages over a larger production 
facility. Here, outside the rigid framework of the production line, it is 
easier to diversify, to re-organisze a production line and to accomodate de- 
mand, A better product ie obtained, The taste of freshly killed meat is 
preserved, As concerns quality, the institute of quality control has a 
permanent group and a laboratory in Khernad., In thie sense all standards 
ave rigorously observed, The cooperative provides nine Budapest stores 
with poultry, ham, lard, various sausages, including "salami" - more than 
50 various products are popular, 


The nature of Hungarian agro-industrial compexes is such that the scale of 
che use of integration methods is quite varied - from the very simple (two 
or three cooperatives sharing an airplane for field work, for example) to 
the complex, multi-stage system such as "Gunniya-Hybrid", with a large num 
ber of participants. The partners contribute to the dewelopment of produo- 
tion; the main farm takes over the economic end of the business and manages 
the equipment. Profit is used for the development of the entire system and 
for making paymente of a certain percentage to the participants. 





All of this is profitable at a high degree of agricultural development, 

vhen there is modern machinery an abundance of livestock feed, the technolo- 
ay ie adjusted and the entire process is well organized. When there is no 
sucn foundation, one can for many years discredit a good idea and deprive 
the farmer of any wish to participate in such experiments, which, depending 
upon their preparation, become either a successful innovation or an outright 
economlec flop. 


among other things, a willingness to volunteer is the basis for Hungarian 
integration. There is no end of those who wish to become members of an as- 
sociation, including many who are not ready to do so, Yes, of course, a 
2somp..ete willingness to volunteer, but one cannot given in to anarchy, For 
example, a cooperative announces that it wants to be a partner in this or 
that eyotem, But does the cooperative have the resources for thie and will 
the new business be profitable for the cooperative itself and for the 
orench as a whole? The Ministry of Agriculture makes a decision as best it 
san, Two years are given for a test. If the farm passes it becomes a men- 
per of che association, if not the request is denied. 


The new system ie giving rise to a new mychology and a new attitude toward 
yore by the people and specialists. No matter how many ministerial workers 
joey toa. one must work better, things will remain the same. It # a differ- 
ent story when the lead enterprise of an agroindustrial complex tells a 
partner that he has some shortcomings that are hurting business, Counter 
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complainte are made, A squabble ensues and something ie decided, Ministry 
directives cannot accomplish what the system itself oan do, 


Yene Vancha says that there is one other important integration - between 
the cooperative and the individual, This is the most complicated, To find 
harmony ~ thie ie the question of questions, 


The Potato, Machinery and Mood 


At the "Pobeda"” cooperative, which is the largest in FPeyyer Oblust, I was 
uiven the opportunity to eee the farm, the vegetable growing brigade and vec 
potato storage facility. As a Russian, it was of course of interest to me 
to see how the Hungarians manage the potato, which if not handled right can 
be eo much trouble. Yene Khavashi, the chief agronomist, took me to the 
atorage facility, which operates year round, It is a high, spacious build- 
ing. As the potatoes are brought in frem the fields they are graded and 
sized by machinery here. The equipment is very good, The conveyor belt 
sarries large, red, juicy potatoes of a type unfamiliar to me. The smaller 
ones are selected for seed and the larger ones go to the consumer, They 
are put into mesh bags right here, There are no middle men, the potatoes 
@o directly from here to stores in nearby cities. Not all potatoes are 
shipped immediately after harvesting - they are shipped as needed through- 
out the entire winter, 


eeved Kha ashi if there was much waste, 


"About eight percent. All winter we monitor the temperature. So there are 
uo problems," 


Taere are no problems when good methods ar° employed. This business is 
truly important - a true industrialization of agricultural production, 


By the way, let us not idealise here, Even in Hungary in this regard not 
everything is perfect, The director of the “Balatonboglar" state fara, 
Geta Zala, told mes 


‘To produce grain, meat, milk, fruit, vegetables and grapes within the 
framework of large farms it is necessary to have a-large scientific and 
technical preparation and the best modern equipment. We have a long way to 
wo before this is achieved, If you look at vegetable growing and orchard 
management, for example, there is still much manual labor. So we have to 


keep looking for ways to improve," 

The Hungarians are looking, They are searching with determination. 

"You know, when business is going well and everything proceeds as it should 
she people are in a good mood,” said one of the managers of the "Pobeda" 
cooperative, "You will agree that this is also very important." 


‘ieiting Mariya Malata 
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An elderly woman in a colorful apron graciously meets us at the gate to her 
house. We introduce ourselves, Mariya Malata's husband works at the meat 
factory of the 15 March cooperative in Khernad, Her two daughters also 
work in the cooperative, 


"My job is here," the housewife says as she opens the doors to the barn, 


I sighed and expected to see a ceuple dozen or perhaps as many as 50 broil- 
ers, It was after all just a bit of private farming - can one do much all 
by oneself? Several hundred chickens were noisily pecking, 


"How do you manage this?" 
Mariya emiles and says, "Ite nothing. I manage. My husband helps after work," 


I had of course read about the nature of the private farm in Hungary, but 
what I saw with my own eyes came as a surprise, What do we usually think 

of private farming? Old women puttering with some cucumbers and onions. 

A grandmother leading a cow to meadow for some fresh grass to eat. And al- 
though we aay that thie is a part of our large economy and is of considerable 
benefit to all (and in truth it is of considerable size), when we see this 
woman we have a dual attitude toward here: aren't they expecting a lot from 
here and one must rely on large mechanized farms, 


Mariya Melata says, “I made a contract with the cooperative to feed a cer— 
tain number of chicks for the summer, I get the chicks and granulated feed 
from the cooperative, I feed them for 49 days, after which a truck comes 
ani picke them up, And they pay me for this in cash, For the season I earn 
about 40,000 forints, Is this a lot or a little? My husband, fof example, 
earns 46,000 forinte a year, It is a lot of work, of course, But then it 
is all here at home, An elderly person finds it more convenient here be- 
cause it is not easy for us to choose work in the cooperative, Then, too, 
take a look, I have mechanization here as well,” 


Sure enough the small poultry farm has automatic feed and water dispensers, 
a fan and a liquid fuel heater. If one considers the equipment and feed 
outlays, he comes up with about 30,000 forints. The pay is not as much as 
you would think, All the same, such a form of private or home farming is 
profitable to the farmers, They enthusiastically engage in it. By the way, 
the cooperative an. state organs regulate the pay through taxes, 


The small poultry farm operates in complete compliance with rules of sani- 
tation — it would otherwise soon have epidemics. The cooperative livestock 
specialist (who is specially designated for the private farms) and the 
veterinary doctor are constantly visiting the poultry farmers, giving ad- 
vice, checking the condition of the chickens and determining how mch feed 
to give then. 


Thie is no amateur undertaking, The small farms are organized and, I would 
say, squeezed into the rigid forme of rules and preconditions, They are in 
fact a part of the total economy, 








The cooperative issues the chicks (which are of the same breed that it is 
raising) and supplies livestock service, The finished product is then solid 
to the cooperative, Thie ia the solid integration of the cooperative with 
private farming, There is one other facet of Hungarian integration that is 
quite successful, In the same Khernad cooperative there are 160 poultry 
farms such as Mariya Malata's, where each year as many as 5,500 broilers 
are reared and turned over to the cooperative's meat factory, 


Who benefite the most from the small-scale economy? I believe that it is 

che same for the large collective farm and the government, which is able to 
provide euch a high growth in the production of meat and agricultural pro- 
ducts. It ie more accurate to say that the benefit is mutual, If no though? 
had been given to raising hundreds of chickens in their yards, would the 
farmers have had anything to do with such confusion? The rural man is 
thrifty. He measures a thing a dozen times before he cute, In this regard 
che Hungarian farmer ie no different than his counterparts in other lands, 


An example of this thriftiness is the story of the raspberry that was told 
to me by the chairman of the "Selleshkert" cooperative in Khevesh Shandor 
Prechka Oblast. 


"The raspberry is a good berry. It is very popular with the consumer, But 
it ie a lot of trouble, We tried to raise them in the cooperative garden, 
but without any luck, Why? There is no way to keep an eye on the raspberry. 
if it staye on the bush a too long, it falls apart, When we picked them 
we didn't ship them out on time, When the raspberry river began to flow, ali 
other work was lost. We agonizsed over the raspberry and decided to hand it 
over to the private agricultural sector, There are crops that require a 
special approach, Mntire families raise raspberries, Both the children 

and the old folks work in the raspberry patches, What is the result? See 
for yourself." 


He led me into the cooperative refrigeration facility. Women were packag- 
ing (more precisely the women were operating a machine that did the packag- 
ing) frozen, fragrant, large-sized raspberries, The raspberry is picked in 
June and July, frozen and then in the fall it ie shipped to Sweden as a 
beautiful, expensive delicacy, From 45 hectares (all of which are at the 
private use of the farmers) "Selleshkert" each year ships 60 railcars of 
raspberries to the Scandinavian countries and to West Germany and England. 


The cooperative prepares the land for planting the raspberries with ite ma- 
chinery and hands out the planting material - all of the same hybrid so 
that they all ripen at the same time, They do the same thing with grapes, 
apples, plums and cherries, All expenditures are borne by the owners of 
the plots and the cost is deducted when they hand over the harvest. The 
right to use the plot is extended to those who work a certain number of 
hours in the cooperative fields and farms, 

















The private plot (which does not include the land ocoupied by the house, 
barns, flower garden and small orchard) takes up a total of .6 hectares, 


At the "Pobeda" cooperative in Feyyer Oblast I saw how they feed suckling 
pigs in the private pig farm, The Raysinger family raises from 60 to 70 
hogs each year, They too have automatic water and feed dispensers, In ad- 
dition to the pigs the family keeps ducks, a grape arbor, and potato and 
vegetable beds, The mother dees most of the work here and the fair chil- 
dren help out. It is a lot of work. ‘Two or three pigs are kept by the fam- 
ily for sausage, bam and meat. The others are sold to the cooperative. 


“How do you arrange for livestock feed?" 


"We order mixed feed and it is delivered to us. When it is time to hand 
over the livestock, we let them mow, A truck comes and picks up the hogs. 
We get our money right away." 


In the same cooperative in the Lerinte family there are five cows. The 
milk they give is turned in at the receiving point. In addition, the Lerints 
family wepe 20 suckling pigs, 30 ducks and 50 chickens, 


By the way, 47 percent of all Hungarian apples (including those that are ex- 
ported) come from small farms. The cooperative gardens do not exceed 300 to 
400 hectares, The Hungarians believe that the larger the farm the harder it 
is to manage and most important to preserve the harvest. They are against 
gigantic farms in one village and are in favor of the integration of several 
mediumeised farms, if, I repeat, the conditions are right for this and if 
the farme are ready for the integration. 


Thus, three forms of economy are combined into a single, snug bundle: co- 
operatives, inter-farm associations and the private plots. The three forms 
are well organised and equipped with modern machinery (the private plots as 
well!) and provide a result that has allowed Hungary to achieve remarkable 
results, 


I would like to mention the independence and feeling of confidence, for this 
is precisely where the initiative of the Hungarian farmers flourishes. The 
cooperatives themselves (and many highly skilled specialists work in each 
cooperative) select the area in which they wish to specialize, the partners 
they wish te work with, and what and how much the wish to grow on their 
land, 


Having proceeded toward modern agroindustrial associations, Hungary has ma- 
naged to preserve the small, but very important intermediary links they 
yield considerable results, I am thinking of the private plots . The large 
economy by itself is for the time being unable to create large food reserves, 
And, of course, bringing the proces"ing enterprises closer to the field and 
the farm makes it possible to eliminate, if not completely then to the maxi- 
mum possible, losses of agricultural raw materials. The gain is enormeus. 
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The system works, It ia a reliable, carefully planned and well organized syu~ 


tem, But it io managed by people. Here, just as everywhere else, everything 
depends upon the quality and level of management. 


Late in the evening I was sitting with Shandor Frechka, the chairman of the 
"Selleshkert" cooperative, with a bottle of good Hungarian wine talking of 
various things, The hubbub of the work day was past. Outedie all was en- 
veloped in a dense blackness, From afar came the barking of dc’, 


“T was born and raised in this village," Prechka says softly, "At one time 
I was the poorest of men, working for the landowner, My mother still lives 
in our old hut, covered with reed. She does not want to leave the home 
where her children were born and raised. I have spent my whole life here. 
I know everyone here almost as well as my own children, The young people 
oall me Uncle Shandor, For many years I have been very close to my people. 
We have gone through everything together, the bad and the good times, Per- 
haps I have become an oldfashioned head of the cooperative, but I love to 
travel around the farm and see what is going on and to sense in ite large 
mechanism the slightest deviation, It gives me a feeling of peace, The 
senge of confidence that everything is proceeding as it should makes me 
happy. 1 eee and feel that our people are happier. One of our Hungarian 
songs says that if a man has fresh bread, grapes and a good wife — he has 
life,"

|Text] In @ speech at the November (1979) Plenum of the CPSU Central Com 
mittee, Comrade L. I. Brezhnev emphasized that in solving the pressing prob- 
lems facing the national economy the party is counting on effective assis- 
tance from scientists. With thie in mind participants in the general annual 
meeting of the Academy of Sciences of Tadzhikistan which was held on 29 
February analyzed their activity during last year and generalized the tasks 
for 1980. 


When generalizing the main resulte of the research conducted last year, the 
president of the Academy of Sciences of Tadzhikistan, M. S. Asimov, noted 
that the collectives of ecientific research institutions of the academy have 
achieved significant successes in improving the quality and practical utili- 
tation of their work in the interests of the national economy. 


Because of the results of the socialist competition for 1979 the Tadzhik 
SSR was awarded the Challenge Red Banner of the CPSU Central Committee, the 
USSR Council of Ministers, the AUCCTU and the Komsomol Central Committee. 
Our ectentiste aleo contributed to the achievement of this success. 


In the year under review fruitful research was continued in the area of 
theoretical and applied mathematics, including on problems that are of 
great national economic signficance. By applying new methods of experimen- 
tation Tadzhik physicists obtained a number of new materials with valuable 
properties and penetrated more deeply into several mysteries of substances. 
Astrophysiciste conducted observations of rare phenomena in the condition 
of heavenly bodies. 


Significant results were achieved in the area of inorganic and organic che- 
mietry, medicinal plants were studied and new information was obtained con- 
cerning the chemical nature of previously unstudied compounds. Methods 
were developed for obtaining monocrystals and also super pure aluminium. 
Geologists suggested a model of the structure of the core of the earth in 
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southern Tyan'=Shan' and northern Pamir. They provided descriptions of the 
durability of mountain slopes which consist of crushed rock, which is a 
valuable contribution in the area of the science of the earth. The process 
of finding a number of minerale in the etrata of the Gissaro-Alay were 
determined, 


Selemologiats suggested a new approach to solving the problem of long-term 
predictions of earthquakes. They constructed a preliminary prognosticatory 
map of places where strong underground vibrations appear in the most active 
selamogenic zones of Tadzhikistan. Maps for predicting landslides and cave~ 
ine were aleo drawn up. 


Botanists completed the annotation of 100 kinds of the most important feed 
plante of the south of the republic, which is important for imroving pas- 
tures. The many years of work for publishing “Flora of Tadshikietan" te 
continuing successfully. 


Zoologiets and parapsychologiste of the republic have deepened their work 
for further improving and introducing an integrated method of fighting 
against peste of cotton and also those of fruit crops. 


in the Inetitute of Physiology and Biophysics of Plante chey isolated par- 
ticles of a new class from cotton seeds and studied them for the first time: 
Lnformosons which perform functions of storing and transforming nucleic 
acids which bear hereditary information. Pamir biologists have studied 

the productivity of plant communities of Western Pamir. Scientists of the 
Institute of Gastrointerology have revealed the essence of a number of che- 
mical processes in the liver which make it possible to determine various 
periods in the disease of cirrhosis. The Division for the Protection and 
Efficient Utilization of Natural Resources has issued a preliminary predic- 
tion of the influence of the developing mining industry on the environment. 


The Division for General Genetics of Cotton has obtained new hybrid form 
of cotton with increased productivity and accelerated ripening of the bolls. 


The efforts of social scientists were directed mainly towards solving the 
key problems of the republic's further economic, social and cultural devel- 
opment. Their work has contributed to improving planning and administration 
in the national economy and increasing the efficiency of the utilization of 
fixed capital and capital investments in production branch complexes. A 
number of valuable monographs were published by historians and linguists. 

A lerge amount of work for studying and preparing for publication a scien- 
tific investigation Abu al ibn-Sino was done in connection with the 1000th 
wmniversay of his birth. 


A report on the activity of the academy during 1979 and the tasks for 1980 
was given by the chief scientific secretary of the presidium of the Academy 
of Sciences, Kh. M. Saidmuradov. He discussed scientific organizational 
work. He noted that last year the activity of the presidium was directed 











toward implementation of the decisions of the 25th CPSU Congress and the 
inetruetions of Comrade L. I. Brezhnev concerning increasing the efficiency 
of sctenctifile research, etrengthening the tie between science and produc= 
tion and accelerating the introduction of the results of research into the 
national economy. 


On orders from the ministries, departments and enterprises the scientists 
fulfilled 11] contracted projects worth 2.2 million rubles while the plan 
was for 1,195,000 rubles. The national economy has realised 43 suggestions 
ensuing from the resulte of scientific research, which produced an economic 
effect of almost 5 million rubles. They have obtained 45 positive resolu- 
tions and 46 authors’ certificates for inventions. 


Joint research between ecientific inetitutions of the Academy and the USSR 
Minietry of Nonferrous Metallurgy, the Academy of Sciences of Byelorussia 

and other scientific centers and departments have continued on the basis of 
long-term agreements for creative and ecientific and technical cooperation. 


Scientists of the republic have participated actively in many international 
and all-union ecientific forums. 


New steps have been undertaken for improving the structure of scientific 
inetitutions and expanding the material and technical base of science. 

Thus the Institute of Earthquake Resistant Construction and Seismology has 
organized an experimental~methodological seismological group. The Inetitute 
of Geology has opened up a laboratory for valuable and commercial stones. 
The Inetitute of History has been augmented with a sector for state and 

law and a sector for the history of science and technology. The Institute 
of Economics has formed a sector for proportions and structure of the na- 


tional economy. 


While critically evaluating what has been done, the participants in the 
meeting concentrated their attention on the forthcoming tasks. They empha~ 
sized that the final year of the Tenth Five-Year Plan is the year of the 
110th anniversay of the birth of V. I. Lenin and ecientific research ineti- 
tutions are etriving to mark it with weighty achievements. Each creative 
collective and each party organization gust concentrate its attention on 
reserves for increasing the efficiency and quality of the work and take 
serious measures to eliminate existing shortcomings. 


Academician M. N. Narzikulov, who discussed several important problems in 
biological science, noted that the current importance of modern research 
on fauna and flora is determined by the fact that they are so closely in- 
terconnected with one another and also with ecological research. Maintain- 
ing this point of view, biologists of the republic have achieved no emall 
successes in this area. But there is still very guch to be done, includ- 
ing training qualified specialists in fauna, flora and the study of bio- 
logical systems. There are not enough of these specialists now. This 











problem must be solved immediately since the atudy of changes in the animal 
and vegetable worlds is taking on great practical significance because of the 
intensive assimilation of more and more regions, 


The apeech by academician P. 8B, Babadshanov was devoted to questions of 
atrengthening the creative ties between acientiate of academies and VUZ'« 
of the republic. He said that there are 56 doctora and 950 candidates of 
sciences working in our VUZ's. Thies ie a large force. But it te not being 
adequately utilised and one of the reasons for this ie that the forme and 
methods of coordinating scientific research have not been perfected. Joint 
research on the part of scientists of academies and VUZ's would make it 
possible to utilise the scientific and technical base much more completely. 


The speaker continued with another question: Are the future areas of re- 
search that will be conducted in the republic be provided with scientific 
personnel. If not, in what collectives and in precisely which areas should 
they be trained? It ie important to know this now eo as to plan the train- 
ing of personnel correctly. 


Academician 8. A. Radshabev epoke about the need to devote more attention 
to pressing problems of modern times in social science research. One of 
the important taske is to create in the near future a comprehensive ecien- 
tific work on the experience of changing over to socialism, bypassing the 
capitaliat stage of development, which is taking place in the Soviet East. 
This experience is drawing more and more attention in the countries of Asia 
and Africa. it is aleo necessary to make the research on the Pamir area 
much more profound. Pamir is a unique region for linguists, historians, 
ethnographers, archeologists and musicologists, and it is necessary to 
create special points there for continuously gathering linguistic, folklore 
and ethnographic materials. The academy is now preparing for publication 
an encyclopedia of the Gorno-Badakhshanskaya Autonomous Oblast. 


Turning to questions of coordinating research in the areas of social and 
natural eciences, the scientist noted that a certain amount of work has 
been done for improving coordinated plans, refining the problems of inves- 
tigation and eliminating duplication. But this is not enough. Despite the 
fact that the republic has created nine scientific problem councils and 

ten coordination sections and that they are supervised by a council for 
coordinating natural and social sciences, one still does not have a sense 
of any real coordination. Because of this, the connection between the fa- 
culties of VUZ's ie aleo weak, especially in social sciences. It would be 
useful for the coordination council to consider to subject matter of can- 
didactes' and doctors’ dissertations, which would help to eliminate work 
that is trivial and insignificant as well as parallelism and would increase 
the current appl’cability of research. 


Academician A. A. Adkhamov discussed the important contribution to funda- 
mental science, technology and the national economy that has been made by 
collectives who are joined together by the Division of Physical and Mathematical, 











Chemical and Geological Sciences. te emphasized that there ie now a need 

to conduct ecientific research on the basis of comprehensive special-purpose 
program in conjunction with branch and departmental ectentific research in- 
atitutes and induetrial enterprises of the republic. 


The speaker expressed a desire to atrengthen the material and technical base 
of eclentific inatitutions and aleo to accelerate the conetruction of eci- 
entific facilities. 


Academician B. |. Lekandarov devoted his speech to the main research on the 
problem entitled "The General Concept of Domestic and World History." The 
scholar said that, despite the fact that the subject matter of the worke of 
our historians ie extremely broad, it atill does not embrace all aspects of 
the latest history and, in particular, that related to revolutionary trane- 
formations in countries of the East. This shortcoming must be eliminated 
in the near future. 


Academician S. A. Zakharov discussed the need for further improvement in 
publishing work. 


Many of the speakere concentrated their attention on unsolved problems in 
the training of ecientific personnel with advanced ekille. 


"We have spoken a good deal about this," sald academician Kh. Kh. Mansurov, 
“but discussions alone will produce nothing. There are new and more com- 
plicated taske ahead of us and real epecialists, authentic scientists, will 
have to resolve them. it is necessary to train personnel in such a way 
that they meet the high requirements of the development of science." 


The Inatitute of Earthquate-Proof Construction and Seismology has become 
one of the large scientific centers of the country, which work in the ares 
of engineering seiemology and earthquate prediction. Discussing the parti- 
cipation of ite ecientiste in various research programs, S. Kh. Negmatula- 
yev, @ corresponding member of the Academy of Sciences of Tadzhikistan, 
pointed out the difficulties that arise in their work because of the slow 
construction of seilemographic testing grounds and because of departmental 
barriers which impede the practical workers in their efforts to utilize the 
recommendations of seiemologists rapidly and efficiently. This sometimes 
leads to large excesses in the expenditure of funds for the construction 
of earthquake-proof objects. 


The speaker said that it is necessary to implement a complex of measures 
in order to improve radically the union between science and production. 
The creation and development of interdepartmental scientific production 
laboratories and then sctentific production associations should occupy an 
‘@portant position among then. 





In order to increasethe efficiency of actentific research and accelerate the 
introduction of ite resulte into practice, it te necessary to expend a great 
deal of energy in utilizing the positive experience of the Academy of Sci» 

ences of the Ukraine and the Siberian Branch of the USSR Academy of Sciences, 


The eclentisate who apoke on behalf of creative collectives gave assurances 
that the {inal year of the five-year plan will be marked by shock work and 
Leniniet work, and that socialist competition would be developed to provide 
a worthy greeting for the 26th CPSU Congress. 


The meeting accepted for utilization the plan for scientific research for 
1980 which wae approved by the republic government. This year the inetitu- 
tione of the academy will develop 233 subjects and assignments. Ic will be 
necessary to complete research on 141 subjects. 


The secretary of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of Tadehiki- 
stan, G. 3. Bobosadykova, spoke at the general annual meeting of the repub- 
lic Academy of Sciences. 


Having noted the academy's significant contribution to the development of 
the republic's economy and culture, she discussed the key problems that 
sclentists face in light of the requirement of the November (1979) Plenum 
of the CPSU Central Committee. A critical evaluation of what has been 
‘hieved shows the great reserves for increasing the efficiency of ecien- 
iffc research. These reserves lie in the generalization and utilization

One must not 
forget about publicizing ecientific knowledge among workers either. Only

vclentists will make it poseible to raise the republic's scientific poten- 
tial to the level of the requirements of the present day and to increase 
the contribution of s tentists to the overall cause of strengthening the 
might of homeland.

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HOSPITAL CONSTRUCTION ON AFGHAN BORDER LAGS

(Text) In Khorog, in the very center of the city, there is an old single- 
story building. Against the background of new, modern structures it 
Looks far from attractive. The building houses a polyclinic and other 
medical services for the oblast. It is difficult to believe that it 

is possible, in this old, crowded building, to accept patients, to give 
consultations, and carry out preventive work. 


“About 15 or 20 years ago the building was adequate for its purposes," 
the head of the oblast public health division, M. Mirzobekov, said. 

"At that time Khorog had fewer inhabitants, and considerably fewer 
medical inetitutions were ‘quartered’ in the building. In addition, one 
could count on one's fingers the number of doctors and nurses. But 

now. . ." 


Mirzovekov's dissatisfaction is completely understandable. The annual 
increase in the population of Khorog, the constantly rising level of its 
medical services, have got ahead of the capabilities of the therapeutic 
institution. Realizing this, the leaders of the city organizations and 
of the oblast, for several years, have been rafeing the question persis- 
tently about the building of a new polyclinic. And not without success. 
The construction plan for the new building was ready long ago, funds 

are available for its construction, and yet it has not yet been begun. 
Why? 

"We cannot succeed in opening up financing for the construction project," 
Mirzobekov says. "We've got in touch with every possible republic-level 
organization, but unsucessfully." 


And now we would like to cite some other facts. Several years ago, in 
Murgab, the construction workers from the Khorog PMK-148 [Mobile 
Mechanized Column No. 148] laid the first stone in the foundation of the 
future standardized hospital with a polyclinic department. But the 
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construction workers' enthusiasm did not last very long. The more 

time that passed, the more slowly the walle of the hospital went up. 

Last year, when, according to plan, the project should have been turned 
over for operation, out of the 250,000 rubles that had been allocated to 
build it, the construction workers had used only 146,000, The situation 
ie even worse at the construction site thie year. Out of 300,000 rubles, 
not a single kopeck was used ae of 1 March. 


The construction of the hospital complex in Vanchekiy Rayon is proceeding 
even more slowly. When I arrived at the project, I was unable to see 

any signe of work there. Everything that was strewn around the site 

— reinforced-concrete slabs, plasterboard, the walle of the first floor 
of the therapy building -- was covered with a thick layer of snow. And 
that hospital was supposed to be serving people already. But where? 
According to a statement issued by the Planning Division of PMK-148, it 
can be seen that here too the funds have not been used from year to year. 


"The Khorog ZhBK [reinforced-concrete structurals] Plant has not been 
providing us with slabs for roofing," the chief of the technical-production 
division, Kh. Kalandarbekov says in justification. 


But it is not just a matter of slabs. At both projects there has been 

a regular shortage of manpower, specialists, technology, and, most 
importantly, organizational spirit, procedure, and discipline. And yet 
the state of affairs at the construction sites has not upset anyone, 
either at the rayon or the oblast organizations of GBAO [Gorno- 
Badakhshanskaya AO]. True, the Gorno-Badakhshanskaya Oblast Committee of 
People's Control last year discussed at its session the results of an 
inspection of the construction of the hospitals, but it forgot to 
supervise the manner in which the shortcomings noted in the decree were 
being eliminated. Taking advantage of that forgetfulness, the construction 
workers have no intention of speeding up their operations. 


And yet certain problems could be resolved, especially since such attempts 
had been made. Last year, on the insistence of the party's oblast com- 
mitcee, and the oblast executive committee, construction brigades made 

up of the local populace were created in Vanch and Murgab. However, 
because of the unsatisfactory organization of their labor and the lack 

of their material self-interestedness, they were dissoived. Now, in 

order to dig a ditch, remove construction trash, or carry out any other 
unqualified work, it is necessary for the administrators at PMK-148 to 
send their own workers from Khorog, which is located almost 150 kilometers 
away. 


And so the question is asked: do the oblast administrators have the right 
to insist upon the construction of yet another project when they cannot 

get the work organized properly at the existing construction sites? It 
would be more logical to complete what was begun, and only then to under- 
take another job. And one thing that cannot be argued is that Khorog needs 
a new polyclinic.

Language of Lenin in Afghanistan

[Text] Prior to the April Revolution the Russian language was not studied 
in the schools of Afghanistan. Immediately after the revolution, the 
Secondary 8School-Lyceum of the Revolution was opened in Kabul, where the 
children of poor people began to study who previously did not have that 
opportunity in view of the high payment required for education. The 
Lyceum of the Revolution is the first school where more than 700 students 
have begun to study the Russian language. 


Nineteen Soviet teachers from various cities in the Soviet Union came to 

Kabul with a noble mission--to teach the language of Lenin to the Afghan 

youth, to bring information about the first socialist state in the world 

~=the Soviet Union. The specialists of the Russian language brought with 
them textbooks and teaching materials, technical teaching aids and visual 

aids. 


Studies in the Lyceum of the Revolution, after the introductory phonetics 
course, are conducted in accordance with the complex of teaching materials 
"Gorizont-1" (Horizon-1) (M. N. Vyatyutnev, E. Yu. Sosenko and others. 
Moscow, Russkiy Yazyk, 1978). It consists of interrelated study aids 

that supplement each other: a text book, a work book, a dictionary, a 
compact cassette, and an instructor's manual. This universal study com 
plex is aimed at the non-Russian youth, which is beginning to study the 
Russian language for the first time. For Afghan students a topical 
dictionary of the Russian language and the Dari language was composed for 
the study complex. 


Regardless of certain difficulties, the Soviet specialists are conducting 
a great deal of pedagogical and social work which is directed toward the 
perfection of the forms and methods of teaching the Russian language to 
Afghans. Aspiring to help the students to acquire more rapid and higher 
quality mastery of a basic selection of speech operations which they need 
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co communicate, but also to acquaint them with Soviet reality, the Russian 
language teachers carryout a whole series of measures outside of class; 
under their guidance Soviet-Afghan friendship corners have been created in 
the Lyceum, preparations are being made to hold Russian language evenings, 
a library of Russian and Soviet literature is being organized. 


At the present time, the Russian language is also being studied in many in- 
stitutions of higher education and in technical schools in Afghanistan. 

The students of the Kabul Polytechnical Institute were among the first to 
master the Russian language. Following them, the students of the Kabul 
Technical School for Automechanics and the Petroleum Technical School in 
Magar-i~Sharif. At present departments of the Russian language have been 
organized in Kabul University and in the Kabul Institute of Physcial Cul- 
ture. 


Russian language studies in the above-mentioned academic institutions are 
conducted in accordance with the Russian language textbook for Afghans cou 
posed by the teachers of the Russian language department of the Kabul 
Polytechnical Institute T. F. Zotova, M. V. Maksimova, I. M. Nefedova, and 
others. This textbook is intended for a wide circle of Afghan citizens 
wanting to study the Russian language. It is built on a generally-used 
vocabulary and can be used for work under the guidance of teachers in 
courses, in study circles and academic institutions. 


The work with the textbook begins after a short introductory phonetics 
course. The grammatical explanations and topical dictionaries are given 
together with a translation into the official languages of Afghanistan 
(Dari and Pushtu). The textbook is part of a complex of teaching materials 
consisting also of a collection of texts and exercises in special vocabu- 
lary, language records and other materials. 


In recent years, taking into account the steadily growing interest of the 
Afghan people in the study of the Russian language, Russian language 
courses have been created in various ministries and departments. The 
Afghans studying in them try not only to master the skills of Russian 
speech, but also to become more broadly acquainted with the life of the 
Soviet people. They are reading and writing in the language of the Great 
Lenin: “Moscow is the capital of the Soviet Union. In Moscow lived and 
worked the leader of the world proletariat Vladimir Il'ich Lenin. Let 
the friendship between Afghanistan and the Soviet Union grow stronger and 
deve lop!" 


Draftees Perfect Knowledge

[Text] The demands made on the ideological-political anu sp al training 
of the youth called into the ranks of the Soviet Army are gro. .ug more and 
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more. 


The Soviet Army is a multinational army, and the young lads of non-Russian 
nationality need profound knowledge of the Russian language, complete 
mastery of it as a second native language, since this helps in the quick 
assimilation of the complex military technology and weapons of today. 


In the schools of Ferganskaya Oblast, much is being done in the plan of 
increasing the level of the knowledge of the Russian language of the 
students who face service in the ranks of the Soviet Army. The beginning 
military training, which is carried out in the Russian language in 482 
secondary general education schools, is conducive to this. In addition, 
more than 240 study groups have been set up in the oblast for the inten- 
sified study of the Russian language with a military emphasis, which are 
made up of students of the graduating classes and rural youth that is 
working. 


By a joint order of the Oblast Department of Public Education and the 
military commissariat, the schools are determined on the base of which the 
studies will be conducted. Experienced Russian language teachers are dis— 
patched to these schools. For teachers who are drawn into this work, 
seminars are held in which they are acquainted with the program, the 
schedule and the appropriate methodology. 


The program for the groups is composed on the basis of the textbook of the 
Russian language edited by Professor V. G. Kostomarov and the course of 
beginning military training. 


The work according to that program assumes the simultaneous expansion and 
deepening of the knowledge of the students of the Russian language and 

the development of skills in accordance with beginning military training 
(NVP), the assimilation of military terminology, which the youth needs for 
the successful completion of service in the ranks of the Soviet Army. 


Studies of the Russian language and military training are carried out 
annually in March and April and October-November in schools Nos 6, 10, 
28, 54, and 9 imeni Dimitrov of. Kuvinskiy Rayon and others. 


As an example we briefly describe the method of conducting three hours of 
studies in school No 7 imeni Gor'kiy of Rishtanskiy Rayon. 


At the beginning of the lesson the students line up near the class. The 
military instructor (voyenruk) reports to the leader of the study station 
that the draftees are ready for the lesson. After the greeting to the 
command: "Proceed to the lessons!"", the students go into the class and 

the Russian language class begins. The subject: “Red Square. Accusative 
case of nouns and personal place names." The lesson begins with vocabulary 
work: earlier studied words are repeated: pilot, hero, radio opera’ or, 
listener. Then the students are trained in the use of these words in th 
accusative case, they compose combinations of words with them and form 
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sentences. 


The teacher accompasies the reading of the text "Red Square" with the pre- 
sentation of slide When the presentation is repeated, his students 
themselves comment on the slides, find nouns and place names in the accu- 
gative case. Then, to consolidate the material, the teacher conducts work 
with cards and speech exercises. 


In the second half of the lesson the students read a short text called 
‘The Machine Gun" and, examining a corresponding poster, learn by heart 
the basic parts and mechanisms of the machine gun. Then they answer the 
questions of the teacher based on the text. 


The second hour of the lesson--combat training-~takes place on the drill- 
ground. The subject: "Combat methods and movement without weapons. Turns 
in place". The military instructor explains and demonstrates the execution 
of combat methods, then divides the students into groups, follows the exe- 
cution of the commands, corrects. The students get acquainted with a num 
ber of new Russian words, which signify combat methods, learn to understand 
the various commands and to carry them out correctly. 


The third nour--again Russian language. The subject: "Firing with mili- 
tary weapons. The past tense of the verb." Basic attention is given to 
military terminology. In the course of the lesson, the answers of the 
students are recorded on tape. Upon listening to the tape, all together 
correct the mistakes that were allowed to happen. 


it must be noted that, in conducting such lessons, the teachers make wide 
use of language laboratory facilities, tape recorders, slide projectors, 
and other technical teaching aids--which yields positive results, the level 
of the mastery of the Russian language by the students significantly in- 
creases, their vocabulary expands, they gradually learn to use military 
terminology with ease and freely. 


The study of the Russian language by the draft youth is not only limited 
to lessons. An important place in our work is occupied by propaganda of 
the Russian language, the organization of meetings with veterans of the 
Great Patriotic War, Heroes of the Soviet Union. 


In devoting serious attention to the study of the Russian language by the 
pre-draft and draft-age youth, we proceed from the fact that mastery of it 
increases the general cultural level, is conducive to the ideological- 
political, military-patriotic and international education of the future 
defenders of the socialist Fatherland.

[Excerpte] Remembering the precepts of V. |. Lenin, the Soviet Union reso- 
lutely repudiates Zioniem and equally unambiguously rejects antisemitism. 
The founder of the Communist Party and the Soviet State, an unbending 
fighter against any variety of national oppression, with impassioned con- 
viction and cogency exposed both of these forme of racism. Zionism is a 
completely falee and reactionary ideology in its very essence. This 
definition belongs to V. I. Lenin. Antisemitism is a vile exaggeration of 
racial peculiarity and national enmity produced by the exploiting classes. 
These are also the words of Leni:. The same measure of irreconcilability 
for two equally repulsive and intolerable aspects of social evil. 


One of the most widespread methods of firing up anti-Sovietism consists of 
ascribing “administrative eradication of Jewish national culture” to our 
country. The violent Zionist V. Mal'ka, in a ‘treatise’ published some years 
ago, insolently accuses the USSR of pursuing a policy of “cultural geno- 
cide" with respect to the Jews. But that same anti-Soviet spokesman about 
2 years later wrote literally the following: “The sphere of culture in 
the Jewish language (Yiddish) in our day is reminiscent of shagreen leath- 
er.

Hence it is not an idle question to ask: if the contraction that is 
occurring in the sphere of the use of the Jewish language in the USSR is 
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declared to be a sign of “cultural genocide”, then who, for what reasons 
and by what methods committed "the mase spiritual execution" of the Jews 
of the Weetern countries? Assimilation tendencies, in particular in the 
aphere of culture, manifest themeelvee all the more disetinetly in the 
West; however, the Zionietse write about thie, ae it were, with profuse but 
quiet grief. When the subject of conversation turns to the natural mutual 
enrichment of national cultures in the socialist countries, those same 
Zioniats, wringing their hands, “melt into scalding tears" apropos of 
their “forced” character!

Turkmenistan play an ever-increasing role in the national economy, in state 
managewent.

Women 
comprise more than one-third of che deputies to the supreme organ of power, 
and their share in the local Soviets ise even higher -- 48.6 percent.

In Austria, working mothers encounter « shortage of 
kindergartens and day nurseries: only two percent of children from one to 
three yeare of age can find « place in day nurseries and only one percent of 
children of school age can attend extended day-care groups or boarding 
schools. Im France, 53 percent of those who lost their jobs in 1979 were 
women under 24. In che USA, about 40 percent of American employers have 
thus far been able to decide when women can stop work due to pregnancy and 
when they should return to work after giving birth. And some entrepreneurs 
grant maternity leave only if the woman is officially married. 


International Women's Day on 8 March of this year is being celebrated on the 
threshold of an important date, the 35th anniversary of the Great Victory 
over Hitlerite fasciem. Fer three and « half decedes, the skies over our 
country have been clear, and Soviet mothers and children have not known the 
horrors of war. The USSR, other socialist countries and all peace-loving 
forces of the planet have fought persistently for disarmament to become the 
leading trend in international relations, for political detente to be rein- 
foreed by military disarmament.

‘Text | The CPSU CC and USSR Council of Ministers 12 July 1979 decree 
deale in a new and more elaborated way with a number of key problems 
in economic administration, in particular autonomous financing

On 2 March 1973, the CPSU CC and USSR Council of Ministers passed a 
decree on several measures to improve the administration of industry. 

It obliged the ministries and departments to work out secterial patterns 
of administration, to consolidate enterprises and economic organizations, 
to implement measures of production concentration and centralization, 

and to form production, industrial, scientific-production, production- 
technical, and other types of associations. 


This has resulted directly in the formation of eight industrial, five 
scientific-production, and 113 production associations in our republic, 
which together account for 42 percent of the republic's total industrial 
output and 41 percent of the workers and employees concerned. An 
analysis of their work shows that they are achieving much better results 
than other enterprises. 


In accordance with the party's and government's new decree, the form- 
ation of production associations as the basic economic link in industry 
is to be completed in the near future, production specialization and 
cooperation are to be carried out systematically, and the functions of 
auxiliary operations and service administration are to be centralized. 
It is clear, therefore, that many of our ministries and economic organs 
have their work cut out. 


A substantial percentage of our enterprises are still small-scale and 
low-capacity. More than 60 percent of all enterprises have annual 








plane of not more than five million rubles. More than 60 percent employ 
no more than 500 persons. Nor ace the production associations up to 
coneentration standards, Comparing one of our average production 
associations with an analogous all-union association we find that our 
association falle more than 60 percent behind the all-union association 
in terme of annual production volume and more than 70 percent in terms 
of pereonnel str ngth. More than half of all our production associations 
lneorporate only three subordinate production units. Careful analysis 
of theese data leads to the conclusion that the process of production 
centralisation and concentration in our industry needs to be speeded up 
ond deepened, Without this we will not be able to accomplish the task 
of raieing production effectiveness as the party's and government's new 
Geeree directs the republic's industry to do,

This 
will require a great deal of preparation; it will require abolition of 
superfluous intermediate links; it will require maximum linkage between 
the basic production links and higher-level links of economic administra- 
tion. In short, as L. I. Brezhnev remarked at his meeting with the 
voters of Moscow's Baumanskiy Rayon, it is essential to overcome inertia 

economic thinking. It is thie inertia--techniques and methods that 
hove become repetitious and mechanical over the years--that prevents us 
‘com seeing the problems of improving administration in an innovative 
way, rearranging the organizational structure of economic administration, 
and putting it to practical work to boost production effectiveness. 


\t present, social-cultural measures and housing construction funds, 
also production development funds, are not being used to best effect 

in our republic (or in the country as a whole, either). Frequently, 
ministries and departmente give too little thought to the production 
collective's social development needs and to improvement and develop- 
ment of the production infrastructure. In other words, in the sectorial 
einiestry's system the finances are in the hands of one department while 
the satisfaction of capital investment quotas limity and material 
supply rests with another. 


ty the new decree, this excessive “ramification” razvetvilennost is 
rectified in the use of incentive funds. The production associations 
‘née enterprises are to submit their calculations and proposals with 
regard to the disbursement of the social-cultural measures and housing 
so etruction fund to the higher-level economic bodies, This is then 








incorporated in entirety into the ministries’ capital construction plan 
and provided with all the necessary capital investment, material 
resources, and contract work. 


Until the last few years, expenditures by the enterprises and associa- 
tions to develop science and technology and put their results into 
production were covered directly in accordance with actual outlays, and 
the appropiate funds were allocated by various procedures, Clearly, 
regulation of the use of funds eo spent by the enterprises and associa- 
tions was of great importance, and for this very reason the new decree 
calls for the creation of a unified science and technology development 
fund in the higher-level economic organs (ministries and departments). 
Money from this fund, which is formed on a planned basis out of deduc- 
tions from enterprise and association profits, is to go to finance 
sclentific-research, experimental-design, and technological projects 
and pay the costs of developing and introducing new products and 
technological processes as well as measures of scientific organization 
of labor. Thies year the «oublic's enterprises and associations must 
work to make purposeful ~. effective use of the unified science and 
technology development fund and promote faster growth of production 
effectiveness by putting scientific advances to work in production. 


The new decree will significantly encourage the production and market~ 
ing of new, higher-category goods bearing the State Emblem of Quality 
and help to speed up the renovation and certification of product 
assortments. This will be facilitated by the system of incentives and 
economic sanctions stipulated in the new decree. In particular, an 
incentive premium of up to 10 percent of its economic effectiveness is 
placed on any new and high-quality product, while a discount of 50 to 
100 percent of the sale profit is imposed on products of quality class 

2 and those that fail certification. In this way, it will be unprofit- 
able for an enterprise to produce noncertified and quality class 2 
goods, because the amount of such goods will be deducted from actual 
plan fulfillment and the profit will be transferred to the budget. 
Attention is drawn to the fact that neither the premium nor the discount 
is stipulated in the plan but actual fulfillment is figured in accordance 
with them. 


Thus, enterprises and associations turning out such products will be in 
a very uncomfortable position under the new terms. They will have to 
strive to improve product quality and renovate the assortment in order 
to avoid possible economic sanctions. 


Under the new terms, enterprises and associations have the right to 
award bonuses to qualified workers carrying out especially important 
jobs, out of wage fund savings (compared with established normatives 

and plans). Similar bonuses can be given to workers who combine various 
jobs and perform the same amount of work with fewer personnel. A bonus 
of up to 30 percent of the wage rate can be given to engineering- 
technical personnel, especially foremen, and also employees, for high 
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qualifications, Designers and technologists can be given bonuses of 
up to 50 pereent of the wage rate on the same terms. The important 
point here is that all such “personal” bonuses are to be canceled if 
performance indicators decline, In this way, the cost-accounting 
principle of economic incentive is strictly enforced, This measure 
will undoubtedly help to curb personnel turnover and retain qualified 
cadres, It will also foster genuine interest among workers of all 
categories in the overall results of their production, 


There is aleo a significant innovation in regard to the use of wage fund 
savings, whieh serves as another economic incentive and an appropriate 
measure of autonomous financing. As is well known, enterprises and 
production associations have the right to use wage fund savings built 

up in particular months and quarters for the payment of wages and 
bonuses. At the end of the year, the unused savings for the yea: are 
lost to the enterprise. Under the new decree, unused wage fund savings 
at the end of the year (within the limite of above-plan profits) can be 
transferred by the enterprise into the material incentive fund, provided 
it has fulfilled its annual production output and labor productivity 
plans. In the event of wage fund overspending, the enterprise will 
cover it out of the material incentive fund, in the amount of wage fund 
savings transferred to this fund the previous year. Having to use its 
own funds in this way will encourage the enterprise to spend thriftily-- 
especially since, under the present procedure, overspending in the wage 
fund is written off gratis to the enterprise after July of the following 
vear; this is hardly in line with the requirements of autonomous 


ficancing. 


The new decree will also improve and enhance many other kinds of economic 
incentive as well as the requirements of autonomous financing, and 
perfect the existing levers. The task now is to study carefully the 
incentives stipulated in the deoree and make practical use of them in 

our everyday activities. It is wréng to think that the rights insti- 
tuted by the decree can be exercised only after 1981 begins, the llth 
Five-Year Plan. We can exercise them this year and thereby substan- 
tially enhance the production collectives’ material interest in 

improving work quality and completing successfully the higher plan 
targete of the concluding year of the 10th Five-Year Plan.

{ am not a man who is versed in all things, to be sure; but one thing

But the main point is that in 
this, the 20th century, an age of brotherhood and peace, for anyone to 
oegxudge another his bread and brotherhood is nothing but despicable... 


The light of truth shines in literature and in politics--the sincere 
eoul and pure heart. One thing is axiomatic: Those who are to blame 
for today's unbridled international situation will themselves answer to 
future generations. All of this, to be sure, is perfectly understood 
by the Washington administration, which claims that the Soviet Union 
has expansionist plans against Pakistan and Iran. 


In November of last year I was in Washington. A Russian companion from 
Stavropol'skiy Kray accosted a Negro near the hotel to ask directions 
to the White House. Then he demanded, “Are you in favor of peace or 





not?" The Negro put his hand to his temple and sighed, but my Russian 
companion persisted.

"Zhiuli, my friend, there is no nation on earth that can beat us,” I 
said as I rubbed my nose to warm it. Siberia resounded with the shouts 
of Hurrah. 


It ig no secret that our country has been in trouble plenty of times, 
when others thought they could break our back, But it hasn't happened, 
Our great homeland is supported on fifteen national pillars, one of 
which is my own Georgia, whose national vigor can be seen in the Soviet 
Union's granaries. We are brought up and trained so that no nation can 
get away with interfering in the internal affairs of independent coun- 
tries and trampling the sovereign rights of free people. In conclusion 
I should like to leave you with the ending lines of one of my new 
poems:

TADZHIK CONSTRUCTION INDUSTRY HOLDS CONFERENCE 
Dushanbe KOMMUNIST TADZHIKISTANA in Russian 6 Mar 80 pp 1-2 
(Article: “Important Taske for all Construction Workers") 


(Text) A republic conference of construction workers was held on 5 March 

{mn Dushanbe. Participants in it discussed the results of the activity of the 
republic's construction organization in 1979 and their tasks for 1980 in 
Light of the requirements of the November (1979) Plenum of the CPSU Central 
Committee and the points and conclusions that ensued from the speech at the 
plenum by General Secretary of the CPSU Central Committee, Comrade L. I. 
Brezhnev. 


®. N. Nabiyev, chairman of the Council of Ministers of the Tadzhik SSR, 
gave a report. He said that workers of Tadzhikistan are feeling the ef- 
fecte of a remarkable event: the awarding to our republic of the Challenge 
Rec Banner of the CPSU Central Committee, the USSR Council of Ministers, 
the AUCCTU and the Komsomo] Central Committee for the achievement of good 
results in the all-union socialist competition and for successful fulfill- 
ment of the plan for economic and social development in 1979. 


This award makes it encumbent on all of us to work hard and productively so 
as to achieve even greater results in the final year of the five-year plan. 


The speaker emphasized that a new upsurge of political and labor activity 

was elicited by the speech of the General Secretary of the CPSU Central Com- 
mittee, Chairman of the Presidium of the USSR Supreme Soviet, Comrade L. I. 
Srezhnev, to the electorate of the Baumanskiy electoral district in Moscow. 


Brezhnev's pre-election speech found profound response and approval 
in the hearts of all the Tadzhik people. There is not a single enterprise, 
kolkhoz or sovkhoz in the republic whose workers would not take on increas- 
ed eoctalist commitments. 


ur construction workers are arm in arm with them. Last year they made a 
certain contribution to the overall success of the republic. 





The volumes of state capital investment that were assimilated and contract: 
ing work that was done last year increased as compared to 1979. A conside 
erable number of new industrial enterprises, residential buildings, schools, 
hospitals, children's preschool inetitutions, and other facilities for so- 
cial and cultural purposes were put into operation. 


Last year was marked by a significant victory for construction workers of 
the Nurekskaya GES. The ninth and last aggregate was put into operation 
and the station reached its planned capacity a year ahead of the planned 
deadline. 


A new form of socialist competition called "Workers' Relay," which origt- 
nated here on the banks of the Vakhsh, played a large role in accelerating 
the construction. The triumph of the construction workers of the Nurekska~ 
ya GES wae rated highly by Comrade L. I. Brezhnev who warmly and heartily 
congratuled the hydraulic construction workers and all workers of the repub- 
Ae on this remarkable success. 


New capacities were also introduced at the Tadzhik Aluminium Plant. The 
Yavaneskiy electrochemical plant produced its first products. The republic's 
agriculture received an experimental complex for raising and fattening 
10,000 young cattle on the Sovkhoz imeni Tel'man in Ordzhonikidzeabadskiy 
Rayon, the Gumbulakskiy poultry breeding farm and a number of other facili- 
ties. Land reclamation workers put about 8,000 hectares of new irrigated 
land into operation and improved the condition of the soil on an area of 
7,000 hectares. But still capital construction continues to be one of the 
most difficult areas in the republic's economy. 


"he party and the soviet government devote an immense amount of attention 
to questions of capital construction. Speaking at the November (1979) Ple- 
num of the CPSU Central Committee, Comrade L. I. Brezhnev emphasized that 
che state of affairs in capital construction can not satisfy us. He noted 
that the time periods for construction are frequently prolonged, that the 
amount of incomplete construction considerably exceeds the norm, and that 
resources are dispersed among numerous construction projects. All this 
ertaine directly to our republic as well. 


The plan was not fulfilled in terms of the majority of indicators and with 
respect to some of them there was even a decline as compared to last year. 
As compared to the planned level, we failed to put into operation a total 
£ 382,000,000 millions’ worth of fixed capital, 135,000 square meters of 
residential space, schools to accomodate 7,300 and many other facilities. 
We failed to assimilate 103.6 million rubles’ worth of capital investments. 
Contracting organizations failed to fulfill the work program by 47,000,000 
rubles. Contracting organizations of the Ministry of Construction, the 
iinistry of Rural Construction and the Ministry of Water Resources in the 
republic operated especially unsatisfactorily. 





hecause of the unsatiafactory assimilation of funds last year, only 44 of 
the 57 most important startup projects were put into operation. 


The republic has done a coneiderable amount of work recently to reduce the 
amount of projecte that are being constructed at the same time and to re- 
duce the number of newly started construction projecte. 


jut we are clearly aware that the work that has been done is certainly not 
enough and that we will have to do much more work for further concentration 
' efforts on the moet important construction projects and for improvement 
f the quality of conetruction. 


Although a number of facilities are being put into operation with high 
ratings, there are etill quite a few examples of poor quality, especially 

in housing and civil construction. Thus in 1979 organizations of the repub- 
\Le's Ministry of Construction released only 8 percent of their projects 
with an evaluation of "good." We can not continue to put up with this 
situation. Each case of poor-quality construction should be given a strict 
evaluation in keeping with principle. 


Ie should be noted that the quality of construction is directly dependent 
on the quality of products produced by enterprises of the construction ma- 
terials and construction industry. In recent years a number of measures 
have been taken to improve the quality of construction materials and items. 
The level of certification of products has risen and step-by-step quality 
control is being introduced. 


Pot, a8 usual, the quality of bricks, reinforced concrete items, carpentry 
(cems and structures remains low, as a result of which the construction 
workers have to expend a considerable amount of time and money on improving 
them directly at the construction site. 


In order to improve matters in capital construction, in addition to the 
etruggle for quality, the movement for further increasing labor productivi- 
cy te also important. Unfortunately, the majority of construction minis- 
tries and departments did not fulfill their plans in terms of this indica- 
cor in 1979. The greatest arrears were found in organizations of the Minis- 
try of Construction, the Tadzhikgidroenergostroy trust, the Ministry of 
Rural Construction and the Tadzhikirsovkhozstroy association. 

The main reasons for this are shortcomings in the organization of labor and 
production, non-productive losses of working time, absenteeism and Labor 
turnover. 


‘onetruction machines and mechanisms are not being used efficiently enough 

anc there is etill a large number of operations that are done by hand. 

heme deserve to be carefully studied in each collective and placed in the 
lee of the common cause. We are directed toward this by the decree re-

cently adopted by the CPSU Central Committee, the Presidium of the Supreme 
Soviet of the USSR, the USSR Council of Ministers and the AUCCTU, "On Fur- 
cher Strengthening Labor Discipline and Reducing Labor Turnover in the 
National Economy." 


Ae we know, in 1979 the republic's capital construction experienced signifi- 
cant difficulttes with material and technical support. But still we did 

not learn to manouver resources skillfully or to utilize them economically 
and efficiently. 


fhe inventory of reeidual material resources that was conducted at the be- 
ginning of this year shows that in individual organizations there are great 
above-normative residuals. This shows that certain executives are creating 
supplies for themselves while other organizations are suffering from short- 
iges of precisely the same materials. Obviously cases like this involve 
essential shortcomings and omissions on the part of supply agencies of 
ministries and departments and also of the republic Gossnab. 


The speaker went on to say that he would like to draw attention also to 
such negative phenomena in construction as taking credit for more work than 
was done and otherwise distorting reports. In recent years we have en- 
countered cases like this less and less. But they have still not been 
fully eliminated. The managers of ministries and departments as well as 
soviet agencles must take the strictest measures to put a stop to such 
cases and hold people guilty of this strictly responsible. 


The rhythmical and smooth work of construction workers depends largely on 
well arranged services of the client and on prompt and high-quality of plan- 
ning documentation. Unfortunately the clients do not always deal with 

chese problems promptly. They do not deliver equipment and materials to 

che construction sites regularly or in full volume. Numerous changes are 
‘recuently made in the plans during the process of construction. 


it ls necessary to increase the clients' responsibility for prompt conclu- 
selon of agreements, the presentation of high-quality planning instruments 
-o the construction workers and prompt delivery and supply of equipment for 
the construction site. 


Construction ministries and departments of the republic and also clients, 
planners and supply agencies must be strictly guided in their activity by 
he decree of the CPSU Central Committee and the USSR Council of Ministers, 
‘On Improving Planning and Stepping Up the Influence of the Economic Mechan- 
{sm on Increasing the Efficiency of Production and Improving the Quality of 
dork.” 


in this connection, there are large tasks for the republic Gosplan which is 
ligated not only to provide for high-quality development of plans, but 
also to ensure their unconditional fulfillment. 








The speaker said that it is necessary always to keep in mind that this year 
{es a special year. It marks a large new step in the development of the 
productive forces of our socialist homeland. The year 1980 is not only the 
final year of the Tenth Five Year Plan, but also the base on which the next 
five-year plan, the eleventh, is being constructed. This is the year when 
we shall celebrate the 110th of the birth of V. I. Lenin and the 35th anni- 
versary of the victory in the Great Patriotic War.

the assignments of the final year and the five-year plan as a whole. 


Specific tasks were earmarked for this year in the plans and soctalist 
commitments that were adopted by collectives of construction workers. 


In order to fulfill the tasks facing us especially, it is necessary to uti- 
lize more extensively the "workers' relay" which originated in the republic 
and received a high rating from Comrade Leonid Il'ich Brezhnev, to develop 
more extensively the movement called "not a single worker falling behind," 
the competition for the achievement of high final results, and the competi- 
tion tor a communist attitude toward labor. It is necessary to study deeply 
the experience of the best of the best in the struggle for high efficiency 
in production and high quality of products, and to take this experience for 
general benefit.

The construction workers are also directly 
dependent on the quality of construction materials and their delivertes in 
ful volume. The question of extensive utilization of local construction 
miteclale was raleed. At the conference they emphasized the importance of 
further improving the training of personnel and their placement in construc- 
tion as well as the creation of good conditions for the efficient labor and 
recreation of construction workers. 


Furcher Latroduction of advanced methods and devices for Labor should be 
a powerful stimulus for improving matters in capital construction. 


The purpose of the conference was to increase the efficiency and quality of 
capital construction and to mobilize existing reserves for unconditional 
fulftliment of plans and commitments for the final year of the five-year 
plan. 


A long speech was given at the conference by the deputy chairman of the 
USSR Council of Ministers, V. E. Dymshits.

PROBLEMS IN FOOD WASTE COLLECTION FOR HOG COMPLEX

Excerpts’ The Krtsanisi Hog Complex was created in the last half of 
1977 on a barren tract of land on the right side of the Thilisi-Rustavi 
highway. It now accommodates 7,508 hogs. Last year the complex sold 
the estate 5,229 quintals of pork, exceeding the yearly target by 1,609 
quintals, 


This is fine, but it would be better if each quintal of meat could be 
produced for less than the present 247.8 rubles. 


Following Moscow's example, the workers of Tbilisi and Rustavi set out 
to collect food wastes in an organized way. A Republic Office for the 
Procurement of Food Wastes was set up in affiliation with the GSSR 
Ministry of Agriculture. 


At firet the work went well. 


Months went by. Everyone thought that the initia) successes would be 
followed by more successes. But it didn't work out that way. 


In many places, ispolkoms of Soviets of People's Deputies, their 
Housing Administrations, and Building Administrations displayed blatant 
irresponsibility with regard to the proper delivery of collected wastes. 


In the fourth year of the five-year plan 7,300 tons of waste were 
supposed to be collected from the residents of Tbhilisi'’s municipal 
housing. Unfortunately, collections fell short by 778.9 tons, 








Leninekiy Rayon wae supposed to collect 1,642 tons in the fourth year, 
but when the economic year's results were summarized it was found that 
c@llections for the complex were more than 364 tons short, Oktyabr'skiy, 
Kirov, and Ordzshonikidze rayons failed to meet targets, 


How about Rustavi? There, only a little more than 269 out of 1,500 
targetted tons were collected, 


tere it is, the final year of the five-year plan. One might suppose 
people had learned a lesson from last year's bitter experience. Far 
(rom making up last year's lag, however, they aren't even keeping up 
with thie year's plan, 


All of Thiliei's rayons were supposed to procure 639 tons in January, 
but collections totaled only 392.8 tons. And Rustavi is in the same fix. 


The only explanation for the lag is that people are taking 4 superficial 
attitude to the task. The Ministry of Agriculture provided the waste 
procurement office with 7,000 rubles. Inexpensive equipment alone 
(especial cans) was allocated 395 rubles. Other help was provided, 


The matter of waste collection has been the focus of attention of the 
Thilisi Gorkom and the Thilisi Gorispolkom. Nevertheless, some officials 
of rayispolxom housing administrations, housing operations offices 
subordinate to them, and special motor pools have not taken the matter 
seriously. 


We asked a number of residents whether their food wastes were being 
collected. They answered: 


"At first they gave us collection cans, but then the cans disappeared 
somewhere, But what did we care--no one hauled the stuff away for 
weeks on end. Now we just throw it in the garbage." 


Chief Bngineer G. Dzhikia of Thilisi's Pervomayskiy Rayispolkom's 
Housing Administration had this to say: 


"Last year our rayon overfulfilled the waste procurement plan, but this 
year things are bad. We completed January's target by only 59 percent. 
The main reason is that local organizational efforts slacked off. For 
example, there was plenty of collected waste waiting in the courtyards 
on 10, 14, and 26 January, but the motor pool didn't dispatch any trucks 
and the waste never got hauled away.” 


Unfortunately, the situation is about the same in almost all of Thilisi's 
"ayone. 


There is another reason for the shortvomings in waste collection: The 
vaste procurement office gets 15 rubles from the Krtsanisi complex for 








each ton of collected waste. The office, in turn, pays 11 rubles per 
ton to the housing administrations. The housing administrations are 
supposed to turn over this amount by way of incentive just to those 
directly doing the collecting. In fact, however, in none of Thilisi's 
rayon housing administrations is the money which has been earmarked 
for collection workers actually given to the people doing the work, 
except in Rustavi sic. 


No commentary, as they say, is needed, 


In 1978-1979, the hog complex received a lot of food wastes from the 
Apkhazeti Restaurant. As usual, they paid the money to the procure- 
ment office, which was supposed to turn it over to the restaurant, but 
it didn't. This year the restaurant hasn't delivered a single kilogram, 


"Restaurant and public catering trust officials have refused to pay 
us for collecting food wastes," says food waste procurement office 
manager S, Bendelyan. 


The question is, Why? 


A total of 173,000 special cans were acquired for food waste collection, 
costing 270,000 rubles. Some 100,000 cans have been lost due to care- 
lessness. Sometimes the residents are to blame, because they use the 
cans for completely different purposes, 


As a result, the procurement office has had to spend an extra 12.3 rubles 
for each ton of food waste. Last year, losses totaled 84,000 rubles. 


What are conditions like at the Krtsanisi Hog Complex itself? A 
properly-equipped food waste processing plant was set up there with 
capacity to produce up to 100 tons of ready feed per day. But in fact 
they are producing only 20 tons per day, because the workers of Tbilisi 
and Rustavi are not delivering enough food wastes. Another thing is 
that, for example, 50 tons of waste were accumulated in the plant's 
yard waiting for processing, all delivered in the final days of 
January. But because of the lack of water they couldn't process it. 
Water has to be hauled in with tank trucks from Kumisi Lake to process 
food wastes. Of course, it would be possible to put in a water pipe 
system; the appropriate authorities should look into this matter and 
settle it. 


Higher-level organs decreed that 1.5 kilometers of access road were to 
be built back in 1978, and a bus was to be allocated to take personnel 
to work. This matter also remains unresolved. It is also advisable, 
to retain workers, to grant them household and vegetable plots and 
built housing. 
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
